NEW YORK. — Support for Israel 
among the American public Is gain- 
ing compared to four years ago, a 
recently published opinion poll 
shows. 

Three-quarters of the people poll- 
ed were to'favour of military aid to 
Israel despite the Arab threat to cut 
off oil supplies to the U.S., the Louis 
Harris poll said. 

Nevertheless, there was some 
dissent about some aspects of 
Israeli policy, and support for 
Prime Minister Menahem Begto's 
policies lagged behind support for 
Israel by about 20 per cent. The 
poll, ordered by Edgar Bronfman, 
acting chairman of the World 
Jewish Congress, interviewed a 
country-wide section of 1,006 
Americans (and 1,080 Jews to a 
separate survey). 


Harris noted that the results were 
surprising and contradicted the 
accepted , view of the American 
public's attitude to Israel. Harris 
believes the change to attitude Is 
due to the. holding of U.S. hostages 
in Teheran and the Soviet Invasion 
of Afghanistan. The respondents 
considered the Israel-Egypt peace 
process, sponsored by the U.S., as a 
ray of light to the Middle Bast. 

The poll reveals that 75 per cent 
favoured supplying Israel with 
planes, tanks, guns and 'other 
weapons. Fifteen per cent were 
against- This compared to 69 per 
cent for and 38 per cent against to 
1976. However, a small majority of 
44 per cent against 37 felt that if 
Israel was so Inflexible as to en- 
danger the peace of the Middle 
East, the U.S. should threaten to 
hold up military and economic aid 
to Israel.

Iraq-Iran war spills over 
into the streets. of Beirut 


BEIRUT (AP). — A mini-war 
between Lebanese supporters of 
Iraq' and Iran boiled over, yester- 
day when the embassies of the two 
warring nations were rocketed to 
the Lebanese capital. 

The embassy attacks were the 
latest example of a "war by proxy" 
that has pitted supporters of the two 
Persian Gulf nations against each 
other. 

Shortly before midnight- on 
Wednesday . four rockets were 
launched at the Iraq embassy. Two 
missed the target and hit 
neighbouring residential apart- 
ment buildings, causing Blight 
damage and no casualties. 


The Iran embassy was attacked 
at 4 a.m. when at least nine rockets 
were launched at close-range, caus- 
ing heavy damage to four floors of 
the* five-storey building. 

No one was injured to either at- 
tack. 

Iranian -charge d’affaira 
Mohammed Mehdl Kamall blamed 
Iraqi Ba'athlst groups- and their 
Palestinian supporters for the at- 
tack. He added the Iranian govern- 
ment had nothing to do with the at- ' 
tack bn the Iraq embassy, and that 
the newly emerged "Mujahedeen 
Saff," a pro- Iranian Shi’ite Moslem 
group, was responsible.

WASHINGTON (AP) . — The House 
of Representatives voted 
overwhelmingly yesterday to expel 
Democratic Rep. Michael “Ossie" 
Myers of Pennsylvania for miscon- 
duct -in connection with the FBI’s 
bribery Investigation. Myers is the 
first member of Congress to be so 
punished since the American Civil 
War. 

The vote to remove "Myers was 
876 to 80, easily more than the two- 
thirds majority required. 

M^ers, the first congressman 
convicted In the FBI's Abscam 
(Arab scam) bribery investigation 
to which six other members of 
-Congress have been Implicated, 
protested hie expulsion to the end. 

He told Us colleagues that the ac- 


tion was tantamount to executing 
him. 

"I know now what it feels like to 
sit on death row. As you go to the

TEHERAN. — Flatly rejecting 
Iraqi calls for a cease-fire, Iran 
claimed It sent waves of 
paratroopers last night to 
rescue its port of 
Khorramshahr, where Iraqi 
shock troops reportedly are 
fighting hand to hand for con- 
trol of the strategic city. 

Both sides reportedly 
mounted offensives for control 
of the port and the nearby 
refinery city of Abadan, on the 
banks of the Shatt al-Arab 
waterway. 

Iran's dogged resistance has sur- 
prised most military analysts, as 
Iraq’s hopes of a blitzkrieg victory 
appear to be disappearing fast. 

After 11 days of fighting. Western 
experts say the conflict seems to be 
at a stalemate. 

% Military experts say both sides 
seem to be digging in for a prolong- 
ed slugging match, whose outcome 
could be determined by the rate at 
which either runs out of oil, tanks, 
planes and ammunition. 

All four Iranian border cities 
which were Iraq's first objectives 
— Abadan, Khorramshahr, Ahvaz 
and Dezful — still are holding out. 

Iraq has seized considerable Ira- 
nian border real estate, but It Is 
almost exclusively wasteland. 

Latest Iraqi military com- 
muniques make few, If any, c laims 
of military successes Uke those at 
the beginning of the conflict. 

In fact, they have spoken of 
fighting off Iranian attacks, which 
analysts say Indicates that the 
Iranians have recovered sufficient- 
ly from the shock of the initial Iraqi 
offensive to launch counterattacks 
themselves. 

Western reporters no longer are 
being allowed by the Iraqis to roam 
almost at will around the battle 
front, as they were when Iraq clear- 
ly was winning. 

The Iranian air force — despite 
reported shortages of trained 
pilots, servicing, spare parts and 


petrol — still Is capable of carrying 
out hit-and-run raids against 
Baghdad and other strategic Iraqi 
centres. 

On the diplomatic side, Western 
analysts say a significant indica- 
tion of a possible shift to the tide of 
war Is the Increasing insistence 
with which Iraq has been calling for 
a cease-fire and Iran's . equally In- 
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sistent rejection of one. 

Diplomatic sources In Baghdad 
said Iran's rejection of Iraq's 
cease-fire proposal has. left 
Baghdad little choice but fo redou- 
ble its efforts to capture the two key 
cities In Khuzestan Province In the 
hope of forcing Iran to negotiate. 

Iraq's offer to cease fire from Oc- 
tober 5 to 8 as long as its forces 
were not attacked became known In 
New York on Wednesday night, just 
as Iran delivered its formal "no" to 
a UN Security Council call for an 
end to the fighting. Iran's position la 
that it will carry on the war as long 
as any Iraqis remain on Iranian 
soil. 

In the face of the Irreconcilable 
Iraqi and Iranian positions, peace 
efforts seemed to be almost at a 
standstill. Security Council 
members were expected to con- 
tinue private contacts to New York, 
but there was no word when, or if,< 
Pakistan's President Zla ul-Haq 
would return to the two warring 
capitals on his mission of mediation 
on behalf of the Islamic states. 

Despite Iranian anger at Inter- 
national ' failure to condemn the 
Iraqi invasion, there was a further 
indication yesterday that Teheran 
was opposed to escalating the war. 

The Foreign Ministry recalled its 
ambassador to Moscow, Mohamm- 
ed Mokrl, for making “unauthoriz- 
ed 1 and Inflammatory remarks" on 
Monday. His conditions for a cease- 


fire, including the resignation of 
Iraq's President Saddam Hussein, 
"were not the formal viewpoints of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran," the. 
ministry said. 

Although Moscow Is officially 
taking an impartial stance,: 
Teheran yesterday said the Soviets 
were bringing extra troops to its 
frontier with Iran. 

Iranian Prime Minister' 
Mohammed All Rajai yesterday, 
rejected a peace initiative by 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro, saying 
“he has misunderstood our 
revolutionary people." 

Iranian President Aholhassan ; 
Banl-Sadr said yesterday that there 
was an “Impressive improvement - 
in the situation" of his units battling : 
the Iraqis who had struck east 
across their border to as far as 80 - 
km. into Iranian territory. 

The Ir anian president Issued a 
call for "self-sacrifice" by Iranian 
units "so the dawn of victory may 
arrive." 

Iraqi forces are being reduced 
"more and more every day," Banl- 
Sadr said. 

In a message to his armed forces, 
he said that the Iranians had chas- 
ed the Iraqis out of the border city 
of Susangerd and forced them to 
retreat towards the Iran-Iraq 
border. 

He said that 150 tanks and ar- 
moured personnel carriers were 
captured. 

Residents of the provincial 
capital of Ahvaz said the strategic 
city of 300,000 was again shelled 
yesterday morning by long-range 
artillery.

Earlier to the day Iraq’s Foreign 
Minister Sa'adoun Hammadl was 
quoted as saying that Iraq will ask 
other Arab oil producers to make 
up for the shortfall caused by the 
halt in Iraq's oil exports. 

In London, meanwhile, the price 
of gold fell $15 to $686 an ounce 
yesterday, partly doe to the report 
that Saudi Arabia Is to boost-tts oil 
production. 


PARIS (UPI). — Jordan will in- 
tervene militarily in the Gulf war to 
support of Iraq if necessary, King 
Hussein of Jordan said to an inter- 
view published yesterday. 

"If there was something I could 
do, I would not hesitate one 
second," Hussein told the magazine 
Paris Match when asked If he would 
help Iraq militarily.

Police prevent Abuhatzeira 
from meeting with aides

TEL AVIV. — In a series of legal 
moves prior to Sunday's question- 
ing of Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira about alleged 
fraud in his ministry, police have 
made sure that three of his close 
associates cannot speak with him 
before they do. 

Ministry adviser Moshe Gabai 
and his deputy, Zion Suissa, were 
remanded In police custody for an 
additional 15 and 7 days respective- 
ly in Magistrates Court on Wednes- 
day. 

Police told the court'they want to 
keep Gabai in custody so that he 
cannot meet, and possibly In- 
fluence, Abuhatzeira prior to the 
minister’s questioning. 

“It is clear that Abuhatzeira be- 
ing questioned soon was a factor In 
the arrests,” Gabai 's attorney, 
Aryeh Kamar said yesterday. 

Also remanded on Wednesday 
was National Religious Party depu- 
ty secretary-general Asher LazlmJ. 
Police told the court that Lazlml is 
suspected of having pocketed 
fraudulently-obtained ministry 
funds. 

They said Lazlml, who is also 
Mevasseret Zion Religious Council 
chairman, conspired with a 
ministry official to allocate funds to 
a Tora centre construction project 
group based on false reports about 
its activities. 

These funds, police said, found 
their way Into Lazlml’s pocket. 

Police told the court that Gabai 
had received kickbacks in 1 return 


for Approving allocations to various 
religious institutions. They also 
suspect he had a hand in vote- 
buying two years ago, and took 
bribes during a terra as Beersheba 
Religious Council chairman. 

Gabai, police said, allocated 
more than 18150,000 to what they 
believe to be non-existent religious 
institutions. 

Police presented the court with 
secret material to back up their 
allegations. 

Police said they suspect Suissa of 
having received a portion of 
ministry funds channelled to an un- 
named Institution. 

Israel TV said last night that 
police searched the home of the 
minister’s brother, Rabbi Yehlel 
Abuhatzeira, in Ramie on Wednes- 
day. 

Informed sources said last night 
that the arrest of another top 
Religious Affairs Ministry official 
can be expected soon. This, they 
said, and continued questioning of 
the three suspects already in 
custody, will serve to present 
Abuhatziera with a fait accompli at 
Sunday's interrogation session, 
Sunday’s interrogation session. 

Laelmi was taken to Ichllov 
Hospital prior to Wednesday's 
hearing after he complained of 
chest pains. 

His lawyer said last night he 
believes Lazlml is now back in a 
police detention cell, but a hearing 
today to extend bis remand may be 
postponed as a result.

American church leader 
‘explores’ U.S.-Israel ties

The president of the U.S. National 
Council of Churches said yesterday 
that, as an American group, his 
organization feels a responsibility 
to "explore” its country’s longstan- 
ding alliance with Israel. 

Dr. William Howard Jr., who was 
one of the three American Christian 
clergymen to visit the U.S. hostages 
In Iran, said that he tried to convey 
to the American people the essence 
of Islam as a faith and to lessen the 
blind hatred which many 
Americans felt against the Iranian 
people. 

The 34-year-oJd Baptist minister 
is the youngest person and the se- 
cond black to head the body which 
includes all major American Chris- 
tian denominations, except the 
Roman Catholics and the Southern 
Baptists, and claims a membership 
of 40 million. 

In an Interview with The 


Jerusalem Post in Jerusalem, he 
expressed his full backing of the 
panel which visited the Middle East 
in March and recommended that 
the U.S. negotiate with the FLO. 

The panel also called on Israel to 
recognize "Palestinian national 
rights and undertake to establish no 
more settlements in the West Bank 
or Gaza, while calling on the PLO to 
cease all acts of violence and 
renounce Its rejection of Israel.” 

He termed the Jerusalem Law 
“not helpful” because one party 
should not make a unilateral deci- 
sion about something all the parties 
to a dispute were considering. 

Howard, who was in Beirut, Am- 
man and Cairo, before coming to 
Jerusalem, denied that the tradi- 
tion of Protestant missionary ac- 
tivity in Arab lands has played a 
major role In the present NCC 
statements on the Middle East. He 
said none of the panel members bad 
served as missionaries in the Mid- 
dle East. 


Changes in W. Bank law 


condemned by jurists 


GENEVA. — A report published 
yesterday by the International 
Commission of Jurists charged 
Israel with exercising the powers of 
a sovereign government on the 
West Bank. 

The 128-page study said Israel 
has gone far beyond the limits 
allowed an occupying power under 
International law. 

Instead, it said, Israel has 
radically amended local laws, 
“thus Insuring for the State of 
Israel many of the benefits of an 
annexation of the territory." 

The study was written by Raja 
Shehadeh, a leading West Bank 
lawyer, with the assistance of 
Jonathan Kuttab, a New York at- 
torney. The International Commis- 
sion of Jurists said it supports the 
findings. 

A preface by ICJ Secretary- 
General Nlall Macderraott states: 
‘There have been Isolated cases, as 
in Chile, where one or two decrees 
of a military government have been 
treated as secret documents and 
not published. This Is the first case 
to come to the attention of the Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists 
where the entire legislation of a 
territory la not published In an of- 
ficial gazette available to the 
general public.” 

As an occupying power, Israeli 
military authorities are entitled un- 
der international law to make only 


such changes in West Bank law and 
administration as are necessary for 
the security of their forces. 

"But the military government 
has extended its legislation and ad- 
ministration far beyond that of an 
occupying power, concerned only 
with the security of Its forces, and 
has exercised powers akin to those 
of a sovereign government," the 
report charged. 

Such changes, the study says, in- 
clude the abolition of the court of 
appeal, restriction of basic rights 
such as freedom of movement and 
speech, and affecting such fields as 
water rights, property, labour, tax- 
ation, customs duties, and exten- 
ding even to a ban on picking wild 
thyme on the hills or planting 
azaleas. 

The motives for the orders are 
almost never explained, say 
Shehadeh and Kuttab. They say the 
orders are available only to 
lawyers, are never reported In the 
media, and if they concern land ex- 
propriation "the people concerned 
are only notified orally." 

While denouncing the military 
authorities' practices, the study 
does single out one order they 
issued in mfd-1968 abolishing the 
death penalty in the West Bank and 
describes this as a "commendable 
and in the circumstances 
remarkable measure of law 
reform." (UPI, AP) 


Black Hebrews to face 
immigration charges 


About 20 former Black Hebrews, 
lacking visas to live and work in 
Israel, were arrested last week in 
Eilat and are to be charged with il- 
legal residence. 

The 20 blacks, Including a mother 
and her six children, were arrested 
on Tuesday and released on bail on 
Wednesday. 

The sudden round-up was unex- 
pected and shocked these American 
citizens, as those Black Hebrews 
who worked regularly and did not 
break the law had been left alone by 
Eilat police. 

Only last week. The Jerusalem 
Post had been told by the 
municipality that unlike the other 
Negev towns of Dimona, Arad and 
Mitzpe Ramon, Eilat had no 
problems with the Black Hebrews.

Capital celebrates Simhat Tora

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Shmini Atzerot (“Eighth 
Assembly") and Simhat Tora pass- 
ed uneventfully; according to 
police. But there was plenty of pan- 
demonium in several places, as 
thousands of synagogue 
worshippers poured out into the 
'streets on Wednesday night and 
Thursday amornlng to dance with 
Tora scrolls. 

Simhat Tara, traditionally the 
happiest day in the Jewish calen- 
dar, marks the end and 
recommencement of the Tora- 
reading cycle. It will be observed 
today by Diaspora Jews. 

Thousands of celebrants con- 
gregated at the Western Wall in 
Jerusalem last night for second 
hakafot (Tora circuits) to prolong 
the joy of the holiday, bobbing their 
scrolls up and down, winging and 
dancing wildly . A more reserved 
spectacle was presented by the 
Hechal Shlomo's hakafot In the 
Liberty Bell Garden, to onlooklng 


diplomats, tourists and locals. 

It was men-only at "Shabbea 
Square" In the capital's Mea 
She’arim last night, as uitra- 
Orthodox Jews garbed in black 
danced with the Tora. 

But this was countered with an 
unusual service in -Jerusalem's 
Talbiya neighbourhood on Wednes- 
day. About BO religious women held 
their own, three-hour Tora reading 
and hakafot, with men banished 
from the premises. 

According to Pnlna PeU. a lec- 
turer on Jewish topics, the notion 
that women make the Tora impure 
by touching it is "mere supersti- 
tion, with no basis in fialacha." 
PeU. the daughter and wife of a rab- 
bi, who herself lent a Tora scroll 
that belongs to her family, pointed . 
out that the Talmud makes mention 
of women being called up to the 
Tora. She added that "many rabbis . 
have told us It is permissible, but 
we can’t mention their names, 
because it could get them into 
trouble. 


“We wanted to give expression to 
our joy over the Tors, and mere 
watching is unhealthy," explained 
PeU when asked why the women 
weren’t content to dance without 
scrolls. 

In the Klryat Moshe quarter of. 
the city, dozens of young men dan- 
cing in a quiet street - good- 
naturedly surrounded some young 
couples who were smoking and rib. 
ting In parked cars. They urged the 
secular men to join the dancing, 
succeeded with a few, but caused 
others to flee In their cars. 

Police say they prevented a 
group of Jewish nationalists from 
holding hakafot on the Temple 
Mount on Wednesday night. 

But former Jeruiudem councillor 
Gershon Salomon says he con- 
ducted a service with SO other 
worshippers within the Mograbl 
gate near the entrance to the Tem- 
ple area, Salomon also claimed he 
entered the Temple Mount donning 
a kipa, and prayed there for five 
minutes. 


Mekorot director urges 
better water conservation

abundant rain, Israel still lacks 
water and needs another wet 
winter, the Mekorot national water 
company managing-director 
Ya'acov Toviah said this week. 

Toviah said that Israelis should 
learn to conserve water, because 
: the. demand for . available water . isj 
•always greater thah the supply. '*■ 
He. added that Mekorot has been 
developing hew water sources; 
mainly desalination projects, and 
supplying water to the new army 
bases In the Negev. 

In the last few years, 22 deep 
wells have been drilled, and several 
new wells will be drilled during the 
coming year. Mekorot plans to con- 
tinue Its cloud-seeding operations, 
which Toviah claims have in- 


creased rainfall In the seeded areas' 
by 15 per cent. 

Toviah could offer no encourage- 
ment on the rising cost of water. 
“Today 70 to 77 per cent of our costs 
are for energy,” he said. "Of the 
IS240m. spent to supply water 
between April and July 1980, 
ISl70m. went to pay the energy 
bill."

During the parffyeaif, th6 water 
company has saved IS5m. in energy 
costa through improved efficiency, 
Toviah said. 

The drop in water consumption 
during the last few months sterna 
from higher prices, Toviah 
believes. In the agricultural sector, 
lost winter’s rains contributed to 
reduced consumption.

WARSAW. — Poland’s independent 
trndc union leaders drew up final 
Instructions yesterday for a 
national one-hour strike, apparent- 
ly undeterred by mounting govern- 
ment pressure to call off the action. 

The Solidarity Union, engaged In 
its first test of strength with the 
Communist authorities, announced 
today’s token strike was going 
ahead as planned after talks 
Wednesday in Gdansk failed to 
resolve differences with the govern- 
ment. 

The union said the government 
was not honouring the agreements 
signed in Gdansk on August '31 
which brought strikes In northern 
Poland to an end with promises of 
higher pay, the right to strike, the 
establishment of free trade unions 
and access for the unions to the of; 
ficial media. 

The government responded with 
a stem speech by Deputy Prime 
Minister Mazlmierz Barcikowski. 
and with Wednesday's talks led by 


iinnthcr deputy prime minister 
Mieczyslaw Jagielskl. 

On Tuesday. Barcikowski ac 
ciued the new unions of violating 
the agreements with the govern- 
ment by not notifying it of the strike 
planned for today. 

A new independent student 
association calling for greater 
democracy in academic life signed 
up thousands of members on the 
opening day of fall classes, a stu- 
dent spokesman said yesterday. 

The existing socialist student un- 
ion, claiming about 7 per cent 
membership of Poland’s 400,000 uni- 
versity students, also set up infor- 
mation booths and pasted posters 
on walls calling for Increased stu- 
dent say in academic life. 


The new independent association 
has announced goals including elec- 
tion of rectors by faculty-student 
associations and new student coun- 
cils in every department to help 
form policy.

Attempt to resolve Italian crisis 


ROME (Reuter). — Arnaldo 
Forlani, president of the Christian 
Democratic Party, agreed yester- 
day to try to end Italy’s fortieth 
post-war political crisis and said he 
planned to broaden the base of the 
government. 

'The seven-time cabinet member 
accepted an invitation from Presi- 
dent Sandro Pertini to form a new 
government to succeed the three- 
party coalition of outgoing Prime 
Minister Francesco Cosslga, who 
resigned last Saturday. 

F.orlanl, 54, told reporters after 
seeing the president that he would 
prpinptly begin consultations with 
party leaders. 

Be said Cosslga’ a alliance of 


Christian Democrats. Socialist, and 
Republicans should be renewed and 
expanded. Forlani also said he need- 
ed “broad convergences” and a 
“broad parliamentary base of con- 
sensus.” 

The implication was th&l he 
might try to bring the small centrist 
Social Democrat and Liberals par- 
ties into his cabinet to strengthen 
the ruling majority and also try to 
establish better relations with the 
Communists. 

This would avoid the pitfalls of 
the Cosslga government, which had 
a parliamentary majority but was 
brought down by coalltfoti dis- 
sidents and was constantly at- 
tacked by the Communists. 


Swedish ship blazes in stormy seas 


ORKNEY ISLANDS. Scotland 
(AP)- — A fire, described as a 
“floating bomb,” blazed out of con- 
trol on a Swedish ship In the Atlan- 
tic Ocean northwest of the Orkneys 
yesterday, after the crew of 22 was 
rescued in a night-time rescue 
operation. 


Two Royal Air Force helicopters 
hovered in 121 k.p.h. winds to pluck 


the crew to safety. 

The stricken vessel, the 8.000-ton 
cargo ship Flnneaglea, en route 
from New Orleans to Sweden, bad 
been rocked by a series of ex- 
plosions. It was carrying 59 tons of 
highly inflammable carbide, cars 
and other cargo. Fire-fighting 
vessels were unable to get close to 
the Finneagles because of the 
danger of explosion. 


Food shortages in Somali refugee camps 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI). — A ma- 
jor crisis in delivery of food 
supplies to refugee camps In 
Somalia sheltering an estimated 
800,000 persons, has been created 
by the fuel shortage due to the Iran- 
Iraq war, charity officials said 
yesterday. 

An urgent telex to Nairobi yester- 
day from relief officials said: 
“Food stocks already exhausted 
several camps In Gedo and 
Hlran.... virtually all camps' arid' 
mtist families will be without food 


within a week.” 

Regular food deliveries to camps 
have been Interrupted since 
September 25, the officials said. 
Daily requirements are estimated 
at 480 tons, which have to be 
transported to 32 camps In distant 
locations from the ports of 
Mogadishu and Berbera. . 

The current allocation of diesel 
fuel to the National Refugee Com- 
mission is. 800 litres per day, com- 
pared to estimated needs of 12,700 
litres to resupply food stocks.

Britain's opposition Labour party 
yesterday voted to commit itself to 
unilateral nuclear disarmament, 
while the spilt between Its left and 
right wings widened on how the par- 
ty will choose a new leader.

, MORE THAN any other election, 
this one will herald the end of an era 
and pave the way for a dramatic 
change in. the parliamentary team. 
With it. West German politics is 
also likely to change. 

The new, younger deputies are 
less encumbered by history and 
Germany's past. They see the coun- 
try’s problems and challenges 
differently from their older peers 
and, regardless of their partisan 
political affiliation, speak for a 
different constituency: the majori- 
ty of West Germans, those born 
since. the war.. . 

When the parliamentary council 
convened in Bonn In 1848 to begin 
drafting a constitution that would 


make the Western zones of oc- 
cupied Germany an Independent 
country, the majority of Its 
members were men and women 
who had been active In politics not 
only during the Weimar Republic 
but had adult roots that reached 
back well into the years of imperial 
Germany under the kaiser. 

The most striking example was 
Konrad Adenauer himself, the 
Christian Democratic leader who 
ruled West Germany as chancellor 
for 14 years until 1988 — longer than 
any of bis successors; longer,, 
probably, than anyone will In the 
fixture. 

Adenauer, 78 when elected by a 
one-vote majority — his own vote, 
as he admitted — was bon in 1876, 
the year of Custer's }ast stand. 

At the age of 41, in 1917, when the 
Kaiser still ruled and Germany was 
bitterly engaged in World War I, he 
was elected lord mayor of Cologne, 
a post he retained until the Nazis 
forced him out of it In 1933. Several 
times during the Weimar Republic 
he came within a hair of being nam- 
ed chancellor. 

GIVEN HIS resoluteness and 
forceful personality,* historians 
have always speculated that the 


course of German — and world — 
history might bave taken a com- 
pletely different course had be 
come to power in the 1920a. 

These post-war founding fathers 
were preoccupied with putting 
together the shambles of a rump- 
Germany shaken by a dozen years 
of ruthless dictatorship and ruinous 
war, and stigmatized by the guilt 
for one of mankind's greatest 
crimes — the Holocaust. 

Whatever their politics, and 
many of them were poles apart, 
still steeped in the factional and 
ideological . disputes of the 1920s. 
they were determined at least not to 
make the same mistakes twice. 

Today there are only seven 
members of the Bundestag — out of 
468 — who are 70 or older, and four 
of them will not be standing for re- 
election for another term. Only a 
dozen are old enough to have adult 
recollections of or to have played 
any kind of political role in the 
Weimar Republic. 

One is former Chancellor Willy 
Brandt, who was 19 when he fled 
Nazi Germany for Norway In 1B33 
to avoid arrest by the Gestapo 
because of his youthful activities In 


the Independent Socialist Party. 
Another la Herbert Wehner, 74, the 
Social Democratic floor leader, 
who was an active and fast-rising 
Communist Party member in the 
1920s and early '30s. 

Both will be back for at least 
another term — Brandt still active 
as the Social Democratic Party's 
chairman; Wehner, together with 
Helmut Schmidt, as one of the two 
vice-chairmen. 

BUT GONE will be men who for 
many years made headlines and 
history and who have served in 
parliament continuously since 1949: 
former Vice-Chancellor Erich 
Mende, 64. and Gerhard Schroeder, 
70, who served eight years as in- 
terior minister, six as foreign 
minister and three as defence 
minister. 

Even the “middle generation" — 
men such as Schmidt or his 
challenger Franz Josef Strauss — la 
dwindling In numbers and power. 
These are the politicians too young 
to remember much of Weimar Ger- 
many but old enough to have adult 
memories of the Nazi era and to 
have fought in World War H. 


Instead, power In politics and 
parliament has increasingly shifted 
to those who. at tbe most, were 
teenagers when Hitler's reich came 
crashing down in defeat In 1946. 
Many of them, even a number of 
those who were born after the war 
or were Infants when it ended, are 
already West Germany's leaders. 
Their numbers and power will in- 
crease when the returns are in after 
October 9. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dletrlch 
Genscher, the vice-chancellor and 
leader of the Free Democratic Par- 
ty, is at S3 actually one of the oldest 
of the top team. Defence Minister 
Hans Apel, often mentioned as 
Schmidt's “crown prince" and like- 
ly successor, Is 48 and was 18 on 
VE-Day in 194S. 

THEY COME even younger than 
that in the cabinet. Juergen 
Schmude, the Development Aid 
Minister, is 44, and Volker Hauff, 
the Science and Research Minister, 
turned 40 last August. Andreas von 
Schoeler, the undersecretary of in- 
terior and the youngest man ever to 
be elected to- a German parliament, 
is only 82 and la the first cabinet 


member to have been born after the' 
war. , . 

Though there will be few, if any, 
changes in Schmidt's cabinet im- 
mediately after the election, the 
post-war generation is already, 
waiting in the wings. 

Ten incumbent members of the 
Bundestag were bora after World' ; 
War n, another 40 were not yet 'of 
school age when the war ended. ’To-" 
judge from the list of candidate^ 
certain to get into the house in the' - 
upcoming election, that group will’ ' 
almost double in number, accoun*- 
ting for almost 20 per cent of West 
Germany's legislators. - . 

To judge from the opinion polish ■ 
next month's election will not be a 
close one and the Schmidt- 
Qenacher coalition government of 
Social and Free Democrats will be 
returned to office with a more com- 
fortable margin in parliament than 
the six-seat edge it has had since - 
1976. 

But one other winner is absolute- 
ly certain: the post-war generation ' 
of young politicians. 

In a land bn which the past and 
history still weigh heavily, that -is * 
significant. 
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smuggling. Wgter came in used 4- 
gaUon petrol cans. There was no 
paper money, the hard curr en cy 
was silver and gold coins. Because 
of tbe war, the Austrian mint 
couldn't supply the region’s 
favoured coin: the silver Maria 
Theresa dollar, always dated 1776. 

THE AREA' was garrisoned by In- 
dian treopa. For all practical pur- 
poseswe bee sine partef the-lndfah 
Army, maybe of the- Raj. and- 
ahkped ourselves to its way of doing 
things. 

. " The establishment, in Palestine 
was entirely Ashkenazi. It was 
- governed mostly by Bast European 
notions, and ignored and even dis- 
dained Oriental Jewry. So our first 
contacts with Iraqi Jewry very 
much surprised us. We encountered 
a homogeneous community that had 
been wen-established there since 
the destruction of the First Temple 
-in thesixth centwy BCE. 

Of the Iraqi" Moslems 95 per cent 
were then, and still may be, il- 
literate. Jews, on the other hand, 
were almost all educated, for there 
were many Alliance schools in Iraq 
and Persia. Iraq was therefore 
practically run by the Jews (with 
the- addition of a sprinkling of 
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Englishmen) . Anyone speaking cor- 
rect AraUo.was Suspected of being 
Jewish: Iraq was already the most 
antl-Jewlsh of Moslem countries;-- 
but the British presence gave Iraqi 
Jews a breathing space, and a cer- 
tain feeling of security. 

Al-Raahld Street in Baghdad, 
which was a ‘shopping centre as 
large as Allenby Street, Dixengoff 
Street and Jaffa Road combined, 
had only three non-Jewiah shops 
(two- of them Christian, one 
Moslem). 

MANY POLES were stationed in 
the north. Signs on most Baghdadi 
shops were in Arabic and Polish, in- 
frequently in English. The continen- 
tals, mostly German-speaking, met 
at the Swiss Condi tory, which was 
the Rowal of Baghdad. 

There w as an Austrian refugee 
doctor, Dr. Wilhelm Strauss, at tbe 


Jewish community Meir Ellas 
hospital. He had married a gentile, 
Basaeiuchande was a capital 
offence in Austria, he had had to 
leave in great haste. He bought an 
Iraqi visa in Hungary, he remarked 
that till then be hadn’t known of the 
existence of Iraq. He had to report 
all his movements to two different 
branches of the Iraqi Secret Ser- 
vice. This was because he was, first- 
ly, a Jew; and, secondly, an enemy 
alien with a German passport. He 
arrived In the U.S. in 1947 with an 
Iraqi passport. 

Dr. Raubischeck, an eye- 
specialist, who had been a medical 
officer in the Austro-Hungarian ar- 
my, had come to Mesopotamia with 
the Turkish Army in World War 
One; he was greatly respected, 
idolized even. Many called him the 
Ticho of Baghdad. 

Dr. Marla Rabinovich, a Polish 


refugee,, had become a fashionable 
dentist... Huge golden cross on her 
ample bosom, she worked overtime - 
Inserting -gold teeth in the mouths of - 
large nuirfbers of brides of all 
religions. It was their built-in 
dowry. 

ACCURATE NEWS was hard to ob- 
tain. Arable-language newspapers 
added to the tales of Scheherazade. 
The Iraq Times, Basra Times and 
Eastern Times were versions of the 
MidrEast Mail, published by the 
Army ta Cairo, and intended as a 
substitute for the Palestine Post of 
that period. They were heavily cen- 
sored, and a source of misinforma- 
tion. The Palestine Post was b aimed 
in Iraq though not in Persia. We 
smuggled old copies of The Post into 
Iraq, often with the masthead cut 
out. It was read secretly, then 
burnt, for many Arab servants 


spied on their Jewish masters. 

The British authorities never ad- 
mitted that "Palestinian" soldiers 
were serving ta Iraq. They didn't 
want to vex their indispensable ally, 
the Hashemite Kingdom of Iraq. 
Yet when the Jewish Brigade was 
formed ta 1944, and most of us 
applied for transfer to the European 
theatre, we were refused on 
grounds that we were performing 
essential services where we were. 

We- met Assyrian Orthodox 
Christians, an Iraqi minority. Obey 
were called also Neatorians or 
Chaldeans. Their language is 
Syriac, almost Aramaic. It was 
easy tar Talmudists among us to 
talk to them. They enjoyed speaking 
to goyim in the language o f Chad 
Gadya. 

IN PERSIA, the only large-scale 
employer was the Anglo-Iranlan Oil 
Company, which had certainly not 
been established for reasons of 
altruism. Farming was very 
backward; there were no facilities 
for transporting products from one 
place to another, and there was no 
town that didn’t lack some food 
item. 

Iraq, the great date-producer, 
couldn’t export - them to Europe 


because of the war. It often happen- 
ed, nonetheless, that dates weren't 
shipped across the river to hungry - 
Persia. A oar often ran out of petrol; 
abruptly, in a Teheran street, 
because Abadan petrol hadn’t* 
reached the few service-stations. "" 
Shops were fully stocked with.' 
shoddiest German and Russian 
goods. Conversely, there were no 
buyers for exquisite objets d’atrt.- 
Persian objects sold here in the Old ' 
City don't compare with what could 
then be found everywhere in Persia. 
Astronomic prices would be asked, 
for a prayer rug that a prospectiv 
soldier-buyer (theie were no- 
tourists) could put ta his kitbag. Yet 
the price was quite cheap for a fine : 
carpet that could have covered a 
car-park. The drawback was you 
needed a truck to carry it off. 

I FIRST arrived in Teheran on a 
snowy winter day, by railway from 
the hot south. The first thing I saw 
was the brand-new railway station, 
put up by the Germans Just before 
the war, and covered with 
swastikas. It was sbabbat, a red- 
bearded Jew In kappots and 
shtreimel passed by. The region 
hadn't seen anything so bizarre for 
a long time.

"Something is fishy. Okay, not all 
Egyptians can afford to visit Israel 
but at least 20 per cent can," said El 
Al employee Victor Fathi. “The 
Israeli citizen would like very much 
to see Egyptians ta Israel.

And as the blue and white El Al 
707 jet pulled up at Cairo’s Inter- 
national Airport, there was another 
reminder that the days when Jews 
were slaves ta Egypt and later 
POWs were still not wiped entirely 
from memory.

manager asked an absent Sadat.

SADAT la sensitive to charges that 
Egypt is deliberately holding up the 
normalization process pending 
progress in the talks on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

He cleverly responded to a ques- 
tion about why more Egyptians 
. . were not travelling to Israel by ex- 
pressing outrage at the time it was* 
taking for Israelis to obtain visas to 
visit Egypt. “You know how much 
time they were taking to give the 
. visas to the Israelis — two weeks,” 
Sadat said. 

"I gave an explicit order to my 
embassy and consulate in Tel Aviv 
telling them that the visa should be 
given in-48 hours maximum." 

Sadat is engaged ta a delicate 
balancing act between the real dis- 
pleasure of Us own people that 
progress towards a Palestinian 
settlement has been excruciatingly 
slow and the exaggerated hopes 
that peace with Israel would bring 
instant prosperity to all of Egypt. 

"At the beginning everyone was 
under the spell of peace euphoria," 
said Anis Mansour, influential 
editor of October magazine. "This 
was wishful thinking. This is one 
difference we have with the Israelis 
i— two completely different bio- 
rhythms." 

EGY^T MAY ALSO be moving at a 
carefully calculated pace ta order 
to avoid antagonizing the 15 Arab 
nations which, broke off diplomatic 
- relations with Cairo. Sadat, for ex- 


ample, seems to have a very clear 
idea of Egyptian priorities. 

Before ordinary Egyptian 
tourists flock to Israel, be thinks 
businessmen and professionals 
should cement trade and cultural 
ties. "They have business interests 
In Europe," Sadat explained, “and 
the time will come when they will 
be having such interests in Israel ta 
commerce and on the cultural side. 
I think this will be promoted from 
now on." 

The average Israeli thinks Sadat 
Is carrying things too far. He, too, 
expected much more from nor- 
malization — and much faster. For 
example, the El Al manager 
doesn't understand why Egyptair, 
its national airline, doesn’t fly to 
Israel. 

Instead, Egypt has chartered a 
Belgian company to fly twice a 
week from Rome to Tel Aviv, with a 
stopover in Cairo. 

"It really Is stupid because other 
Arab countries announced that if El 
Al is flying to Egypt we'll boycott 
Egyptair, but they are still coming 
•(to Egypt). It's really atiipid," 
Fathi said. 

THE PEACE PROCESS has 
brought hundreds of millions of 
dollars ta new Western Investment 
to Egypt. There -is hardly a block 
along the Nile in Egypt's capital 
that does not boast a new 
skyscraper or hotel that is under 
construction. But It has also 
created some unexpected 
headaches for the Egyptian 
economy. . 

“There's a new class here now 
which earns a lot of money by work- 
ing with their hands — mechanics, 
painters, engineers. They are the 
new consumers,*' Hoda Tewflk, 
diplomatic editor of AUGo mhownya 
said ta an interview. 

“Of course, all they want la just to 
eat. to spend their money on food, 
because they have nothing else to 
do. I look at the queues in front of 
the cooperatives (food stores) and 
they are all from this class.” 

Partly as a result of the new. 
demands, Egypt has had to declare 
September a meatless month and it 
has created some surface dis- 
satisfaction among the people. But 
the average Egyptian never would 
have cared, the Egyptian editor ex- 
plained. 

"This meat business — you don't 
find anyone grumbling except this 
class. Meat is expensive anyway so 
it is not really the food of the 
average citizen. Everyone else says 
okay we can go without meat for six 
months if it will help the Egyptian 
economy." i 
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NEGOTIATIONS with Egypt are to 
be resumed. How will they end? 

The outlook Is not exactly promis- 
ing. Israeli ministers keep predic- 
ting that the autonomy talks will be 
successful. It is hard to see how. 

- The two sides have- been 
' deliberating on and off for more 

than a year. They missed the May 
26 deadline and. although new ef- 
Forts arc being made, ringside 
-'-observers like the West European 
■'governments are openly sceptical 
. -about the outcome.

■ 'that Egypt adheres to UN Resolu- 
tion 242 (French version) calling for 
-Israel's withdrawal “from the oc- 

- ciipied Arab territories" — in- 
cluding. that is. East Jerusalem. 


for the Labour platform. Men ahem 
Begin may be a prey to many il- 
lusions, but he is clear-sighted 
about the illusions of others. Forget 
about the Alton. plan. he says; the 
Arabs will not look at iL 

Judging by what they shout from 
the rooftops every day of the w.eek, 
Begin has a point. Why should they 
consider territorial compromise? 
And why. for that matter, should 
they consider Begln's autonomy 
proposals? Sadat is an Arab 
nationalist, not a misty-eyed 
believer in world brotherhood. His 
message to his fellow-Moslems the 
world over is clear; he never stops 
repeating it: 

“My objective Is the same as 
yours. I too want the Jews out of all 
the Arab lands, including East 
Jerusalem. All we differ about is 
method. You are blusterers, you 
threaten a war you cannot win. I am 
a realist. I shall achieve the same 
objective by political means, 
without shedding a drop of Arab 
blood." 


LET US TAKE the optimistic view 
and assume that a “transitional 
arrangement" (the Camp David 
phrase) can be cobbled up over 
Palestinian autonomy. 

The Egyptians have, as it 
happens, become more forthcoming 
in the last weeks. Perhaps the ex- 

- plicitly pro-Israel statements made 
by the U.S. Presidential can- 

- -didates startled Sadat into a realiza- 
- tfon that the Israeli position Js 

stronger than he thought. 

But that does not affect the quan- 
dary which will be facing 
negotiators In the second set of 
talks, about the final status of the 
administered areas. There is no hint 
that the Arabs might be prepared to 
accommodate the Israelis over the 
disposition of Judea, Samaria, Gaza 
or East Jerusalem; nor (which is 
worse) that the Western powers 
think the Arabs ought to be more 
■ obliging. 

The Israeli public has been shut- 
ting its eyes fight, tg avoid seeing 
the flat contradiction that exists 
between the most moderate Arab 
and most moderate Israeli 
positions. 

I- Likud niks presumably believe 
;lthai the Egyptians, the Jordanians 
•‘and the Palestinians will all agree, 
five years from now. to a perpetua- 
tion of the autonomy arrangements 
(Begln’s version of them) as a final 
settlement of the Middle East dis- 
pute. 

Labour supporters are sure that 
-.the Likud has got it wrong. If only 
'Begin were replaced by Peres or 
Rabin, all would be well. The final 
. settlement with the Arabs five 
“years from now would be based on 
something approximating the Allon 
plan, 

' Well, Cairo is not exactly rooting 


HERE IS the root of the Middle 
East dilemma. The problem is not 
Gush Emunim or quarrelsome Arab 
mayors or Rabbi Levinger’a incur- 
sions into Hebron. Israel's sin is 
that she does not subscribe to 
Butros Chairs version of Resolution 
242. 

So what about the negotiations 
with Egypt — how are they sup- 
posed to terminate? Possibly in a 
dead-end. 

It may be that the Israelis and the 
Egyptians are putting on an act. 
Perhaps they have decided to drag 
out the parley as long as they can, 
because both see that in present cir- 
cumstances no agreed solution Is 
possible. Better go on talking than 
reach a stalemate. Begin and Sadat 
are both committed to the Camp 
David process; they cannot 
acknowledge that it leads nowhere. 

Israel no doubt entertains long- 
term hopes. Five years from now, 
who knows? Maybe (Begin must be 
pondering) the Arabs will be at war 
with each other, or OPEC will 
collapse as new energy sources are 
tapped, or a new wave of Jewish Im- 
migration will emerge. 

If that Is the programme — to 
stall, to keep the negotiations going, 
to wage a perpetual filibuster, until 
such time as the international scene 
may hopefully change to, Israel’s 
advantage — then no' policy change 
Is needed. 

But the patience of the world is 
running out. The Americans have 
held the UN member-states at bay 
single-handed, on the plea that the 
Camp David colloquium must be 
given a chance. Washington is fin- 
ding it increasingly hard, as the 
months go by, to persuade the 
Western alliance that this approach 
offers any prospects of a solution. 
The time may come, perhaps after 
the U.S. elections In November, 
when the Americans decide to get 
tough with Israel and put the screws 
on. What do we do then? 


to consider it hypothetical or take 
refuge in the excuse that our 
mouths are sealed for tactical 
reasons. We must not give away our 
bargaining position. Israel should 
never say aloud what she would be 
ready to sacrifice for the sake of 
peace, because showing her hand 
would be a mistake. 

Perhaps so, but the need to 
refrain from talking is not an ex- 
cuse for refraining from thinking. 

Our representatives cannot take 
the lead in the diplomatic process 
because they have no master-plan. 
Their failure to reach agreement 
over autonomy Is understandable. 
Autonomy is an interim arrange- 
ment, and they have no idea what 
the final settlement will be. Their 
thinking is therefore paralysed. The 
initiative la perforce left to the other 
side, to Sadat, to Sol Llnowits. Not 
knowing where to draw the line, 
Israel's delegates are liable to sur- 
render nothing at all, making the 
eventual confrontation with the 
Americans inevitable. 

Or else, if Israel faces a split with 
the U.S. and everybody is seized 
with panic, a reshuffled govern- 
ment coalition might — for lack of 
any clear policy — go to the other 
extreme, bow to world opinion and 
do what its opponents say. 


THIS QUESTION has never been 
given thought. People either choose 


FRIENDLY foreign governments 
are using all the eloquence at their 
command to persuade us that total 
withdrawal — with appropriate 
safeguards and guarantees — is the 
best solution. 

If we are prepared to take their 
advice, let us say so now. Instead of 
dragging things out endlessly and to 
no purpose. If we are going to return 
to the 1967 borders, let us concen- 
trate on negotiating a treaty incor- 
porating that withdrawal, and not 
wait passively until attempts are 
made to drive us out of the 
territories by force. However if, on 
the other hand, we are not ready to 
accept Sadat’s terms, we must 
make up our minds what terms we 
toill accept. Is there any formula 
that can genuinely satisfy the 
legitimate requirements of both the 
Jews and the Arabs? If Begin finds 
one In his negotiation with Sadat, 
well and good. If he does not, but 
Peres or Rabin does, that also 
solves the problem. 

Must we stand four-square behind 
Be gin’s position and refuse to yield 
an inch? Should we underwrite ' 
Peres’s offer in a spirit of do-or-die? 
Or ought we ask ourselves whether 
there may not after all be a way of 
bridging the gulf still separating us 
from the Arabs, without sacrificing 
Israel’s vital interests? 

It is worth having a try. We could 
start by defining what we are look- 
ing for. Our aim is not to list the 
territories we would like to keep if 
our historic rights were recognised 
and if the world were a Just place. 
Our business this time is a good deal 
more modest: to work out by a 
process of elimination what is the 
last kernel of homeland that we can- 
not give up, whatever the pressure, 
whatever the cost. 

That means paring our re- 


WHAT SHOULD that border be? 
One without any flavour of conquest 
or subjugation; one that sacrifices 
age-old Jewish aspirations where 
they conflict with other interests; 
one that nevertheless does not give 
up any part of Zion without good 
reason. 

Israel could legitimately confine 
her claim on the Arab powers to ail 
lands that meet three conditions: 
they must be within the boundaries 
of Eretz Ylsrael; they must be emp- 
ty, or practically empty, of Arab in- 
' habitants; and they must be essen- 
tial for Israel’s defence. 

That would give her the Rift 
Valley along the Jordan river and 
the western shore of the Dead Sea, 
With a spur up to Jerusalem. Jerico, 
Arab -Inhabited, would be extra- 
territorial. 

In the Golan, Israel should retain 
those high places which are 
necessary tor the defence of the 
plains below, and no more. 

As to Jerusalem, there would 
have to be a sharing process. If the 
Arabs agreed to waive their claim 
to the Rift Valley and the Golan 
Heights, (which in any case they 
have no use for), the Israelis should 
counter by granting extra- 
territorial status to the Arab 
quarters of Blast Jerusalem and to 
the Moslem holy places. 

The protecting power would be 
Jordan, whose frontiers would be 
extended to include all Judea and 
Samaria, except for the ceded 
areas. 

It would be difficult to dub Israel 
intransigent If this minl-Allon plan 
were her final offer, which no com- 
promise can be entertained. The ad- 
vantages would be several. Israel 
would no longer be forcing her rule 
on a hostile Arab population. The 
Arabs would have recovered all 
Sinai and all the populated areas of 
the West Bank and Gaza. Israel 
would feel that she had secured 
tolerable borders which were at 
least tactically defensible. 

The Jewish state would be 
smaller than had been hoped for 60 
years ago. Its size would be modest 
enough to preclude any affront to 
Arab nationalistic susceptibilities. 
The Jews could unite in defending 
such a reduced and unpretentious' 
national patrimony with a clear 
conscience and to the last breath in 
their bodies. 

The Arabs would recognize that 
they '.could not suck any more blood 
put * of this, particular stone.. , 
. Sadat would know that he.muat ri , 
either sign on the dotted Use or tear 
up the Camp David accords. We 
would have done all we can for 
peace: It would now be up to him. 
That knowledge would endow Israel 
with new strength and renewed con- 
fidence. 

There may be other solutions to 
the territorial problem. It is Impor- 
tant that they be discussed. The 
guiding line in our thinking should 
be not what we have to keep, and 
never mind what the goyim say, but 
how we can achieve an honourable 
settle mem t with the Arabs. 

It la quite possible that we cannot ; 
but at least It should not be for want 
of trying. 


A GROUP of Important per- 
sonalities from Britain has been on 
an official visit to Israel (and to her 
enemies, including Arafat). Their 
declared purpose has been to learn 
at first hand the facts and view- 
points In the conflict between Israel 
and the Arabs. By the standard - 
procedure for such three-day light- 
ning visits they should soon be 
propounding .a complete solution to 
this hitherto intractable problem. 
This group however appears to be 
especially sophisticated. They 
reached their conclusions and 
published their findings before set- 
ting out on their study tour. 

Nevertheless, the public posture 
of its members la that of serious 
political personalities. They are a 
parliamentary delegation of the 
Liberal Party, and they Include the 
party's most important members: 
its national leader, Mr. David Steel 
MP, and Its spokesman on foreign 
affairs, Mr. Russell Johnston MP, 
who Is also the leader of the parly in 
Scotland. 

It was Mr. Johnston who, three 
months ago, “after detailed con- 
sultation (according to the official 
press release) with the Liberal 
Foreign Affairs Panel," issued a 
policy statement on “The Middle 
East." 

' That statement is, at best, a con- 
coction steeped in Ignorance and 
prejudice In roughly equal parts. It 
is a fine example of suppressio veri 
and suggestio falsi. Its quality is 
most readily tested by the inclusion 
of the seemingly innocent — - and 
equitable — demand for "free 
access to all to the holy places of 
Jerusalem under internationally 
agreed arrangements." 

The immediate and obvious im- 
plication of this formulation 
appears to be that at present, under 
Israeli rule, there is no free access 
to the* holy places. As any third- 
grade pupil could enlighten the 
delegation, Israel is the only 
authority In modern times which 
has enabled and encouraged ab- 
solutely free access to all to the holy 
places. A fifth-grader could explain 
to them, moreover, that the reason 
for this Is the Jewish people's 
natural sense of sovereignty in 
Jerusalem. 

Jews have no psychological need 
for repression and discrimination 
against other religions in order to 
“prove" their legitimacy.

nor even an Israeli Moslem to. the 
mosques in the Old City — despite 
the : fact that access was 
“guaranteed" -by an internationally 
sponsored Armistice Agreement. 

It may even have reached Liberal 
ears that during those years the 
Jordanian authorities destroyed 
almost every Jewish synagogue in 
the Old City as well as desecrating: 
the cemetery on the Mount of 
Olives, used by Jews' as a burial 
place for centuries before '. Islam 
was born. 

Is it then from the Arabs that the 
Liberals are demanding "free 
access" and, tongue-in-cheek,, 
flourishing the fig-leaf of “inter- - 
national arrangements”? 

There are two other nbt- 
irrelevant facts they may recall. 
When the holy places were 'under 
the political control of a Christian' 
power (Britain, to whom fhel|Man- 
date — over Palestine on both sides 
of the Jordan — had been grab ted 
because she had undertaken) to 
facilitate the “reconstitution of the 
Jewish National Home") Jews 
were indeed ‘ i permitted" access to 
the Western Wall, but work 
restricted (and forcibly prevented), 
in the f ulfilm ent of some of the ritesA 
of Judaism (such as blowing- the \ 
shofar on Torn Klppur). 

And throughout the years that 
Jordan was busy eradicating 
physical evidence of tHe 3,000-year 
relationship between the Jewish 
people and its capital, not a single 
Christian voice was heard in 
protest, not even from the British 
Liberal Party.

During the time 
when the Bals Hamikdosh (Holy Temple) in Jerusalem 
was in existence, it was in this year — and precisely in 
these (first) days of Chol-hamo'ed Succos — that the 
special Mitzvah (G-d’s commandment) of Hakhel was 
carried out: All Jews, men, women, and children, even 
the very young ones, were assembled In the Bais 
Hamikdosh, where the King read before them portions 
from the Torah, and everybody listened very attentively, 
and learned to keep and do all that Js written in the Torah 
throughout their entire life. 


young and old, there is a "king" that rules and directs his 
daily activities, this being our Emunah (belief) in G-d. 
with which we begin our everyday life, as all of up, in- 
cluding the tiny tots say Immediately upon rising In the 
morning: Modeh on* — "I give thanks to You, living and 
eternal King. " We must listen attentively, with obedience 
and devotion, to this "king” in us, in order to make sure 
that everything we do is in keeping with what la written in 
His Torah. 


Everyone should also be involved in Hakhel: Starting now 
and continuing through the year — on suitable occasions, 
and particularly on Shabbos — to get together for the pur- 
pose of learning a portion of Torah or a Torah subject, and 
encouraging each other in the doing of Mitzvos all the 
better. 


PLO PROPAGANDA experts conn- 
ed the West Into believing two 
myths which have now been 
shattered by the Iraqi-Iranlan war:

The Middle East is the focus of no 
less than a score of dangerously ex- 
plosive Inter-Arab conflicts and an 
endless array of Internal disputes. 
It (s also a confrontation site for the 
superpowers. Almost all of these 
factors are potentially more 
dangerous than the Palestinian (or 
even Israeli-Arab) Issue. 

Soviet goals for the region include 
domination of the Indian Ocean and 
- possible control of the Persian Gulf 
oil reserves, which would be vital to 
her in order to forestall anticipated 
oil shortages in the late ’30 b. The 
Soviet Invasion of Afghanistan 
(enabling ' a possible takeover of 
Iran should the Khomeini regime 
crumble) and her incursions into 
Ethiopia. Iraq, Syria and South 
Yemen directly support these 
goals, aa do, to a lesser extent, her 
Inroads into Libya and Algeria. 
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TUe hostilities between 
Iraq and Iran should 
prove that the resolu- 
tion of the Palestinian 
question is not the pan- 
acea for the world’s 
economic and political 
ills, writes YEHUDA 
WEINRAUB.

IN THE REALM of inter-Arab con- 
flicts we find Saudi Arabia pitted 
against South Yemen; Iran v. 
United Arab Emirates; Bahrain 
and Saudi Arabia; Oman v. UAE, 
and South Yemen; South Yemen v. 
Yemen and Somalia; Libya v. 
Sudan. Chad, Egypt and Tunisia; 
and Algeria v. Morocco. 

More significant are the conflicts 
which are derived from Iraq's pan- 
Arab approach. True to the tradi- 
tion of Takritl-Sunnl leadership 
upon whom he was weaned, Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein adhered to 
the Iraqi Fertile Crescent concept 
(of Faisal and his son Ghazl 
through Bakr) aa well as the right 
to rule the Saudi Hijaz (as enun- 
ciated by the regent Abd ei-m&h) 
and to dominate the Strait of Hor- 
muz. 

This policy set Saddam Hussein 
on a collision course with Syria (a 
manifestation of which was the 
Iraqi intervention In Lebanon) and 
Kuwait. It also led him to support 
the Dofar uprising in Oman (which 
dominates the Strait of Hormuz) ; to 
support North Yemen In her fight 
against Shl'lte South Yemen; and to 
back the South Yemen Liberation 


Organization in the hope of es- 
tablishing a friendly regime which 
would menace Saudi Arabia. 

His pan-Ar&b aspirations 
likewise kept him in conflict with 
Egypt and Iran. With the Shah’s ab- 
dication and the weakening of 
Iran’s posture, Saddam Hussein 
abrogated the 1976 Algeria accord, 
demanded that Khuzestan province ' 
fall under Iraqi sovereignty and 
that Iran withdraw her troops from 
the islands of Abu Moussa and the 
Greater and Lesser Tnmbs on the 
Strait of Hormuz. The present war 
la an outgrowth of these demands. 

The third element of regional to- 
stability , which the present dispute 
highlights, is the precarious inter- 
nal conditions of the majority of the 
regimes in whom the West has 
traditionally placed its economic 
and political trust. The one-time . 
pillars of Libya and Tran have 
fallen, while other ’ bastions of 
Western interests such as Saudi 
Arabia (with its oil-based economy, 
feudal society controlled by a cor- 
rupt royal family, a population of 
over 30 per cent foreigners and a 
large Shi’ite minority in the oil - 
provinces), Bahrain, Kuwait- and 
Oman (likewise with large Shi’ite . 
minorities) are intrinsically W-.. 
unstable.. . . 

As far as Iraq herself Is concern- 
ed. an equally gloomy picture 
emerges: a Sunni minority (2d,per 
cent) attempting to dominate a ' 
Shi’ite majority (50 per cent) with 
explosive Turkoman and militant 




Iraqi Shl'Jtes. \ 
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explosive lurxoman and militant 
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are also Communist dements op-

AFTER WATCHING television 
during the Succoi holidays, a recent 
Immigrant from the U.S. com- 
mented: “My. Israelis do alng a 
lot.” • 

She waa right. Dr. Johnson’s 
claim that he and his friends con- 
stituted “a nest of singing birds" 
might well apply to Israelis, if we 
judge by our television 
programmes. 

For & week we had religious 
songs, serious songs, light songs, 
rural songs, satirical songs, 
nostalgic songs, soul numbers, 
Sephardi songs, Ashkenazi songs, 
golden oldies, etc. 1 hasten to 
emphasize that I am in no way pre- 
judiced against the human throat 
and mouth being used to express 
joy or sorrow; I have even been 
known to raise my own voice to 
song, although I generally do so 
only in the privacy of the shower or 
under the influence of alcohol. 

Still. I admit that singing can be 
very lovely. My objection is to song 
being treated as the sole medium of 
Israeli artistic creation, at least as 
far as our television Is concerned. 

Little or no effort was made in 
any of these programmes to make 
the camera a partner of the singers. 
We were curtly told, here comes 
this or that programme of this or 
that type of song, and. after that, 
we were left to look at the singers 
opening and closing their mouths. It 
was rather like observing goldfish 
in a bowl, a fascinating optic exer- 
cise for a pisciculturist, but not for 
anyone else. 

During many of these 
programmes, I had a strong suspi- 
cion that the camera had been 
hooked on to automatic, and that 
the producer, director, cameraman 
and electricians were playing poker 
to a corner of the studio. 

As far as the viewer was concern- 
ed. these programmes provided an 
Ideal opportunity to do alT those 
things he had wanted to do ii the 
house for weeks, but had not bad a 
chance to do. All you needed to do 
was turn the volume up high, and 
you could go off and fix appliances, 
or wash dishes, or have a shower. 


or cook a meal: you did not need to 
hmk at the television set, there was 
nothing there to see. Like many of 
our talk programmes, the song 
shows were really filmed radio. 

To harp on an old theme of mine, 
all creative endeavour in Israel 
Television seems to be concen- 
trated now in gathering news, dis- 
cussing problems, producing 
documentaries, and singing songs. 
About a year ago we hod a few Dim 
shorts made by students of film at 
Tel Aviv University. Since thee, 
there has been nothing Imaginative 
from Television House. 

I know the conditioned-reflex 
defence that a plea for real films In 
Hebrew will provoke — these are 
hard times, and there Is no money. 
It seems to me strange that more 
than a decade ago, when Professor 
Elihu Katz was running television 
and there were only a few Israelis 
paying licence fees, money could be 
found for local film work. Still, who 
can argue against a plea of pover- 
ty? 

But. 11 there Is no money for 
anything except these endless 
songs, they should at least be done 
with thought, art, passion. What we 
saw during the Suceot holidays was 
an insult to the viewers. 

AS IF TO emphasize the point that 
all joy has gone out of film-making 
for Israel Television, on Monday 
night we were shown a long 
programme devoted to Nathan Ax- 
elrod, The Man with the Camera. 
Way back to the twenties and thir- 
ties, Axelrod was making 
marvellous films of all kinds, func- 
tioning as producer, director, 
script- writer, cameraman, porter, 
publicist, financier and Jack-of-aU- 
trades. Despite a chronic lack of 
fluids, he never made his films cur- 
sorily. His bread-and-butter came 
from newsreels, but he also made 
feature films. One was about two 
male immigrants from New York 
and Warsaw trying to escape their 
true love. Another earned him no 
less than £P 1,200, probably about 
IS30b. today.

Asher’s blessing

A COMPARISON between Jacob’s 
blessing on his 12 sons (Gen. 49) on 
bis deathbed, and those of Moses on 
the 12 tribes descended from them, 
also just before he dies, with which 
the pentateuchal reading which con- 
cluded on Sim hat Tora yesterday, is 
highly instructive. This article con- 
fines. itself - to one only. ^ 1 

In the superb Chagall stained 
glass windows in the Had ass dh 
Hospital, representing the Twelve 
Tribes, the tribe of Asher is por- 
trayed as the producer of oil. It is 
based, of course, upon the blessing 
of Moses to Asher, which we read 
tomorrow. It Includes the verse, 
“Let him dip his foot to oil” (v.24). 
Asher’s territory was to Galilee and 
Galilee has always been famed for 
the superb quality of its olives and 
the precious oil derived from it. 

~ The verse Inscribed on the win- 
dow, however, la not that to Asher 
by Moses but that of Jacob to the 
progenitor of the tribe (Gen. 49 JO). 
Xt is translated, "As far Asher his 
bread shall be fat, and he shall yield 
royal dainties.” The first word, 
"Me-Asher, ” translated "As for 
Asher." does not appear on the win- 
dow. but only what follows It. And 
there is some support for the 
suggestion that this first half of the 
verse does not refer to Asher at all. 


The fact is that the rendering of 
"Me-Asher” as "As for Asher” is 
inaccurate. It means either "from 
Asher" or "than Asher.” Some 
biblical scholars suggest that it’ 
refers not to Asher but to Gad. The 
blessing of Jacob to Gad is vague 
and essentially a pun on his name: 
J: “Cadi a'inqp- fgedud) shall troop 
(yegudeitu) upon him, but he shall 
~m>op fyagud) upon their heel. On 
this follows file verse ascribed to 
Asher, and It Is suggested that the 
meaning Is that “the bread of Oad 
shall be fatter than that of Asher." 

Where then ia the blessing ol 
Asher? It is confined to the second 
half of the verse- Although the 
bread of Gad shall be fatter than 
that of Asher, nevertheless he, i.e. 
Asher, shall yield royal dainties." 

Gad was one of the 2# tribes 
which requested and was granted 
territory in Transjordan, and ac- 
cording to this interpretation, the 
oil of Gad exceeded to quality that 
of Asher. But not because Asher's 
territory was poor. Asher's land 
was so rich that It would yield dain- 
ties for a royal table. That of Gad, 
however, was even more fertile. 

But the beauty and glory of 
Chagall’s creation remain un 
affected.

all of Hollywood’s preconceived 
Ideas, Axelrod, like Hollywood in 
the early thirties and Israel Televi- 
sion today, thought at first that the 
new medium required songs and 
more songs. He produced an Offen- 
bach opera and Mrs. Schocken sing- 
ing love songs. But then he made 
the historical story of Zvi Livneh 
iLdcbermanj for the young. The 
Children nf the Cave, Into a mini- 
mammoth production reminiscent, 
in a Lilliputian way, of D.W. Grif- 
fith’s mighty epic. Intolerance. Will 
Israel TV ever summon up the 
courage and the energy to make a 
show like that? 

MANY PEOPLE have complained 
that our television should not have 
shown Saturday night’s film, 
Robert Clouse's Darker Than 
A mber, based on a famous John D. 
Macdonald thriller about his hero, 
Travis McGee, because of the great 
emphasis on violence. 

There is certainly no doubt that 
many of the scenes shocked even 
the most somnolent among us out of 
our cosy armchairs. Clouse got 
effects that made me feel I had 
touched a live electric wire. His 
method of doing so was very in- 
teresting: he rounded off moments 
of apparent quietude with ex- 
plosions of great violence. For in- 
stance, McGee Is sitting in a bar. 
talking very gently with a black 
girl, when some white ruffians 
come in and start trying to make 
trouble, first by shining a torch In 
the faces of the couple, then by 
passing comments. McGee takes no 
notice, but goes on quietly with his 
conversation. Then, suddenly, he 
grabs one* hooligan by the ear, 
bangs his head down on the table, 
and proceeds' to twist his ear off. 
This abrupt action is accompanied 
by a masterly change in the music. 
It had a very powerful effect. 

Similar effects were obtained by 
the psychopathic villain, Terry, 
who smiled and talked softly, yet 
exuded the bottled-up ferocity of a 


tiger. Then he would burst like an 
exploding atom bomb. The final 
fight between him and Travis was a 
daisy. 

It was very well done. Clouse 
stuck faithfully to the story line of 
the book, no doubt uneasily aware 
that John D. Macdonald fans were 
watching like hawks for the 
slightest deviation. The trouble 
was, with so much action and such 
a complex plot, he could not cap- 
ture the philosophy or the mood or 
the character of Travis McGee, 
notwithstanding very competent 
acting by Rod Taylor, who certain- 
ly looked the part. 

McGee, like Raymond Chandler’s 
Philip Marlowe before him, and 
despite his physique and his tough 
way of speaking, Is really a Sir 
Galahad, seeking innocent maidens 
in distress to rescue, and vicious 
dragons to destroy. Admittedly, he 
makes a living out of these knightly 
excursions, but the Income is a 
secondary consideration. 

It Is a reflection of changing 
economic realities that Marlowe 
performed his feats for $25 a day 
plus expenses, while McGee insists 
on raking to 50 per cent of any 
money that Is around. But the prin- 
ciple is the same: they are knights 
in shining armour. This did not 
emerge from the Clouse film. It did 
not matter overmuch, except to 
McGee devotees: the film was very 
exciting. 

NOW FOR the complaints about 
violence. The half-hour of Big 
Screen. Little Screen was devoted 
to a consideration of the violence in 
several Dims recently made, but 
did not come to any significant con- 
clusion about whether violence ia a 
good or a bad thing in fictional 
presentations. 

It is curious that the constant ob- 
jectors to violence in the arts seem 
to be concentrating nowadays on 
television. In books, on the stage, 
and even in films Intended for 
cinema distribution, anything goes. 
Horror is only voiced when the 
violence penetrates our own 
drawing-rooms via the tube. The 
Travis McGee film, for example. 


was not made expressly for televi- 
sion, but was shown in cinemas In 
1970, and was apparently deemed 
innocuous. 

Presumably, the objectors see 
television as something quite 
different from the other arts. The 
screen, though small, is right -there 
in our living-rooms, only a few feet 
awey from us. Thus the atrocities 
are very immediate, an assault on 
the castles that are our homes, 
whereas Dims seen in a cinema are 
far away. In an alien place, to which 
we have to travel, so there is no 
violent invasion of our privacy. 

All this Is true. But It is out of the 
question to exclude violence from 
our TV screens, unless we are to 
divorce them from reality. Every 
news programme Is much worse 
than Darker Than A mber. If we can 
stomach man's Inhumanity to man 
In real life, it seems downright 
stupid to object to seeing it in fic- 
tional form. 

The point may be made that 
children are exposed to violent 
films on TV which they normally 
wouldn't see. But McGee came on 
at 10.05'p.m.: what were the little 
angels doing out of bed at that time 
of night? In any case, surely -they 
have to learn, and sooner rather 
than later, that Little Women does 
not hold a true mirror up to- life, 
that man is a wolf to man. - 

THIS WEEK thousands of Israelis, 
'who had been made millionaires by 
inflation, were reduced to the lower 
ranks by the introduction of the 
shekel. But be of good cheer; once 
you have made your first million, 
you know how it is done, and, even 
after that one is lost, within a very 
short time you will once more be 
counting your fortune in seven 
digits — even If it will now be in 
shekels Instead of lirof. 

Last week T mentioned the adver- 
tisements that appear on our TV 
screens under the bland name of 
“service programmes.” On Satur- 
day night we saw a plug for a cer- 
tain stage show In Tel Aviv, disguis- 
ed as a news story. The producers 
of that show must have been 
grateful.

Lewis told Barak: "Ever since 
you left the scene, troubles have 
begun.” 

The envoy recalled that Barak 
was on such good terms with Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter that he was one 
of the privileged few to have almost 
free access to the presidential 
bungalow. Weizman concurred 
with Lewis that the breakthrough in 
reaching an agreement ensued dur- 
ing the marathon all-night session 
of Carter, Barak, and Egypt’s 
brilliant foreign ministry legal ex- 
pert Osama el-Baa.

HISTADRUT Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel la reportedly less 
than ecstatic about the 67 per cent 
vote he got at the Labour Party 
Central Committee when 
renominated for a third term 
(Na'am&t Secretary-General 
Na'ava Arad received 100 per cent 
backing for her second term). 

The re-nomination of Meshel Was 
perhaps more important for the In- 
ner unity of the supporters of 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres, four of whom are vying for 
the top Histadrut Job — HJstadrut 
trade union chief Jbrael Kessar, Tel 
Aviv Labour Council secretary Dov 
Ben-Melr, Histadrut organization 
chief Aharon Hmrel and Labour 
Party trade union department head 
Gideon Ben-Iarael. 

The first victim of Yitzhak 
Rabin’s challenge to Peres' 
leadership is the United Kibbutz 
Movement. Pressure Is mounting 
on the Umd Hakvutzot veHaklbbut- 
zim leadership — secretary Mnssa 
Harlf, Avrsham Katz-Oz MK and 
Melr Zarml — to slow down the un- 
ion with militantly pro-Rabin Kib- 
butz H&meuhad, and their merger 
•convention has now been put off In- 
definitely. 

I gather that the Ihud leaders and 
Moshav Movement secretary Arje 
Nehemktn and moshav MKs 
Yeheskel Zakal and Amos Hadar, 
last week warned Kibbutz 
Hameuhad leaders — Ya’acov Tsar 
and Danny Rosollo MK — that they 
were weakening the party by 
mobilizing against Peres. Tsur said 


the fight would continue and 
“Rabin will win a majority at the 
convention." 

NO WONDER . Peres gets so ex- 
hausted. In addition to all his 
troubles, he is now rushing out an 
autobiography (with the aid of 
Yediot Aharonot’a Yeshayahn 
Point) In time for the party's 
December convention. Pity he can- 
not learn how to relax like tennis- 
playing Rabin and CRM’a Shnlamlt 
Alonl. horse-riding (party 
secretary) Halm Bar-Lev or sailing 
enthusiast Chaim Herzog. 

Incidentally, Herzog's interview 
programme for BBC Radio a on the 
UN has been well received. It in- 
cluded a talk with UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim. Recalling 
his term as Israel envoy at the UN, 
Herzog mentioned Luxembourg's 
Gaston Thorn’s sympathetic ap- 
proach to Israel while president of 
the 1979 Assembly that voted on the 
Infamous "Zlonlsm-equals-racism" 
motion, and expressed concern as 
to what might happen this year. 

A FRENCH Senate-Assembly 
delegation will visit Israel later this 
year, Liberal MK Menahem 
Savtdar, chairman, of the Knesset- 
French Parliament Association 
told me before flying to Paris to 
finalize arrangements. He will go 
on to Strasbourg with Labour MK 
Mlcha Hartsh for the Council of 
Europe, where Soviet Jewish rights 
should figure in the debate on the 
Helsinki Conference follow-up, soon 
to be held In Madrid. 

Savidor also told me of a first 
cousin In the Kremlin — a deputy 
premier for economic affairs for 14 
years and the only Jew in the Soviet 
government. 

LUCKILY for Welzmann Institute 
Professor Leo Sachs, hla fierce 
fight against the granting of the 
Wolf Prize In Israel was not held 
against him by the prize com- 
mittee. Thus, he was the first 
Israeli scholar to receive the award 
— and the fat purse. 

However, while all the foreign 
laureates managed to Introduce a 
few words of Hebrew into their 
remarks, he spoke only TCn gH«h 
Later the professor apologized for 
the omission. 

THE OLD JAFFA Development 
Company Is supposed to ensure that 
only artists live there. However, 
novelist Lionel Davidson managed 
to arrange the sale of his flat (after 
disposing of his Herzliya house) to 
Insurance tycoon and Ahva MR 
Shlomo Elijah a. Eliyahu got the 
approval of company manager 
Nlsslm Shaltiel after assuring him 
that the flat was for his young 
daughter, who has plans to enrol at 
art school. Somehow the local 
residents committee was left out of 
the deal. 

But then the rule does get stretch- 
ed — to judge by the long-term ren- 
tal of homes to diplomats and 
hualngismen, like Manfred Katz, 
the Controversial pizza chain 
owner. 

BIRTHDAY CORNER: The 60th 
birthday celebrations at violinist 
Isaac Stern continues unabated. A 
week ago, a special New York 
birthday concert was held in his 
honour at Carnegie Hall. Yitzhak 
Pearlman, Pinhas Znckerman and 
conductor Znbln Mehta all par- 
ticipated. Only missing member of 
the "Kosher Nostra" was Daniel 
Barenboim. 

Another violinist, Henryk 
Szeryng celebrated his 62nd birth- 
day in Jerusalem on the eve of the 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra’s 
departure for Its European tour. As 
a birthday present, he launched an 
appeal for a new piano for the JSO 
with a gift of 1834,000.

War. there - Appeared a group of 
"savioure’’ of Israel who. for one 
reason - or another, did not surface 
during the dark days of the 
Holocaust in World War II. Some of 
these deliverers. George Ball and 
James Roalan among them, even 
' wanted to “save Israel from 
-herself.” 

■' Now, with the advent of the new 
“ye nr. a new saviour has arisen in 
•farad. Actually, not Just one, but a 
pair. ’•Together,' * they say. “we 
"eari rescue the country." 

^-■’■■»We."' — Labour Party Chair- 
•mnn Shimon Peres and Ellezer 
Kura bln of the Dahaf advertising 
"agency — started the rescue opera- 
'll tin with a long manifesto publish- 
ed bn the eve of Rosh Haahana and 
a^ain on the eve of Succot. This call 
'to' arms has been dissected and 
'analyzed almost daily in the local 
■press. 

-"The call has a resounding ring: 
Save the Country. Who will uncloud 
'your eyes. David Ben-Gurion, to 
'take In the spectacle of the man 
-who considers himself your protege 
sacrificing himself to save the 
country? 

, 'As a symbol of "togetherness,” 
: the saviours chose one half of a 
"Magen David. The left half, to be 
^precise. Is this just an accident of 
-graphic design, or does it convey 
•gome essential message? Is it in- 
tended merely to arouse curiosity, 
■of Is it a Freudian slip? Perhaps It 
reflects both a territorial and a 
'Zionist compromise. Perhaps the 
'sefeond half has been left for 
-Yitzhak Rabin? 

- ' Declaring that, "Never, In all the 
ygars since the war of 
-Independence in 194S. has Israel's 
•pbsfltlon been so desperate or so in- 
secure, threatening -the very foun- 
dations of the National Home.” the 
manifesto asserts: 

"In our worst times, we were 
never as isolated as now, nor so 
without allies.” 

For the most part It says, our 
.misfortunes have been “self- 
inflicted and are the result of mis- 
guided and damaging policy- 
making, irresponsibility and short- 
aightedness.” These failures are, of 
course, attributed to the present 
government. 

.-These distortions are a betrayal 
of the truth. 

..The manifesto then launches into 
a hit parade of “our” 
Achievements. Look what "we" did 
■until the advent of the present mis- 
•golded and ruinous government. 
l-"In our" worst times," say the 
white knights of the Labour Party, 
-“we still managed to create a 
revolution in agriculture, to 
progress economically, to give im- 
petus to our Industry and to reduce 
our dependence on other coun- 
tries.” 

Check carefully, O honourable 
Chairman, the validity of your 
statements. I won't hark back to the 
prerState era, although much could 
be said about us versus you in those 
days. After all, your tender age 
prevented, your assuming office Jn 
thoAfe -days.-. Aad: why stirrup those 


troubled waters At All, when It is to 
our advantage to forget the days 
gradually receding from memory? 
1 bring It up only because your 
words drip with hate, burn with en- 
mity, and are devoid of all truth. 

True, there were days of 
progress, creativity dnd rapid 
development. But who brought 
them about? Was it the Labour Par- 
ty. united In Its love for Israel, or 
was it the people themselves, the 
farmer in his fields, the artisan in 
his workshop, the clerk In his of- 
fice? 

Vo «r "we," Mr. Chairman, was 
not always so helpful. Sometimes 
f/nu even obstructed the process of 
growth, in those years of 
enthusiasm and strength. 

The achievements owe a good 
deal to the late David Ben-Gurion, 
who bestowed upon you the 
privileges of founding the State, es- 
tablishing the Israel Defence 
Forces as the national army rather 
than the defenders of party In- 
terests. and creating a state 
educational system. 


WITH YOUR USUAL modesty, Mr. 
Chairman, you neglected to men- 
tion your promise — as a means of 
decreasing our dependence on 
foreign powers — to supply each 
worker with his own automobile. 
The workers are still waiting. Only 
afterwards, as minister of 
transport, did you wake up to the 
fact that acquiring all those cars 
meant a tremendous outlay of 
foreign currency; that fuelling 
them would be prohibitively expen- 
sive; that running them would de- 
mand a huge programme of road- 
building and traffic facilities. 

The people of Israel, thanks to 
their talent and determination, 
progressed and developed 
whatever the circumstances. They 
flourished, In spite of their surroun- 
dings. Even, today, they are 
recognized world leaders in the 
fields of science, technology, the 
arts and the media. They have 
managed to succeed here in Israel 
too, even under governments that 
have not always been helpful. They 
have succeeded, are succeeding 
and. I am sure, will continue to 
succeed. 

The Almighty may have skimped 
a bit on natural treasures, but He 
blessed ,us with a precious human 
treasured That has always been our 
strength £s a people. 


not to liberate the Old City of 
Jerusalem in 1948, which you 
accepted? At the same time, ,Y°“ 
agreed not to capture Hebron, 
not to enter Judea and Samaria? 

Do you remember the "Third 
Kingdom of Israel" after the Sinai 
War in 1956, and the American 
promises that the Egyptians would 
not return to Gaza? Do you recall 
the "endless troubles" which forc- 
ed Ben-Gurion to abandon you? Do 
you remember all your "allies" 
during our reprisal raids? 

I cannot forget a cable I received 
from the Americans when I was ac- 
ting chairman of the Knesset's 
Defence and Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee during the Syrian Incursion 
into Lebanon. The cable, which you 
tried to suppress, contained an ex- 
plicit demand for Israeli Inaction 
and restraint. All the while, your so- 
called "red line," beyond which you 
said that the Syrians could not be 
allowed to advance, was moving 
steadily southward. 

And who can forget those days of 
negotiations with your dear friend. 
Professor Henry Kissinger? Only 
once, in March 1975, did you decide 
to stand firm and not submit to his 
demands. For this, you were 
rewarded with a "re-assessment.” 

You managed to hold the line un- 
til September and then, unable to 
bear the isolation any longer, you 
gave in with a sigh. We In the op- 
position supported you in your deci- 
sion to stand firm, but you accepted 
in September wbat you rejected In 
March. The empty threat of the re- 
assessment frightened you. And 
yet. you claim that you "never lack- 
ed allies." 

Who can fall to recall the 
American president's Informing 
the Israeli prime minister, on his 
visit to the U.S. In March 1977, that 
Israel must negotiate with the PLO 
on the establishment of a Palesti- 
nian "homeland?” Was that the 
behaviour of a friend? 



A MORE BALANCED picture of 
“Our Achievements" demands 
some entries on\he debit side of the 
ledger. 

Ellezer Zurabin, the wizard of 
Dahaf, stated that Israel's Isolation 
has reached new depths, and that 
even in our darkest hours, we did 
not lack allies. Is this really so? 

Let us, examine sonxe highlights. 
■Shall I .remind you of tbe decision 


LET US NOT forget that while the 
Ctabour Party was in power, Israel 
suffered no less than five wars. 
Five! These wars were initiated, of 
course, by our hate-filled enemies; 
every time, they got their due from 
the Israel Defence Forces. But 
never, to my knowledge. In the 
almost 23 years I served on the 
Knesset Defence, and Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, did that govern- 
ment you call "ours” map out a 
comprehensive political and 
military strategy to deal with the 
likely contingencies. 

When it came to peace, no Arab 
leader agreed to talk with you. 
Apart from one who met with 
“you” secretly, to no avail, "you" 
were ostracized. They never believ- 
ed, despite your public declarations 
of readiness to surrender on all 
fronts, that “you” were .capable, of 
conducting serious negotiations. 


Today, after the signing of the 
peace treaty, negotiations are 
proceeding apace, ambassadors 
have been exchanged and the nor- 
malization process is bringing the 
two peoples closer together.

There's no need to devote much 
space to the subject of Internal 
security and the fight against 
terror.

Instead of 1 
a defensive posture of waiting for 
the enemy behind the bushes, a new , 
method has been employed, with . 
visible and highly successful 
results.

Most of South Africa's gold is sold 
through Zurich by the Central 
Bank, but gold coins are sold via 
Intergold, on behalf , of the mines, 
and sent, to distributors around the 
world, such as bullion house's. 

Except for the Krugerrand the 
mines have no say in the way their 
product is marketed. However, as a 
result of the rapid increase In world 
' interest . In 'recent years and the 
opening of gold markets in many 
-centres,, the South African Central 
Bank and the mining industry have 
begun to work very closely together 
in sales and promotion. 

While a booming gold price Is of 
tremendous benefit to South Africa, 
wide swings In the price make it dif- 
ficult for the mines to plan produc- 
tion levels. 

& Its drive for stability of the 
precious metal, the Pretoria 
government has always been wary 
of private deals. Stories abound of 
direct oD purchases from the Arabs 
with gold. But as. in the case of arras 
supplies, most experts believe 
there is very little direct bartering 
of this kind. 

Sale of South African gold was 
switched from London to Zurich in 
19d8 after the London market was 
forced to dose in the wake of tur- 
moil in the bullion market foDowlng 
dissolution of the gold pool. 

' South Africa sells the metal from 
. Pretoria and has no sales represen- 
tatives abroad. Chris Stalls, deputy 
reserve bank governor In charge of 
gold sales; says he is only a 
telephone call away from Zurich, 
and is constantly abreast of market 
movements. 

With the development of gold 
markets all over the world, and 
Intergold's close study of these 
markets, the Central Bank has also 
become more flexible in its 
marketing policy and has begun to 
play the market more than It did in 
the past. 
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proved. It wfll mean that the con- 
tributions . to the Israel Defence 
Fund wfll he at the expense of the 
tax authorities, at the tax rate of 
.each contributor. • . 

The automatic right to tax deduc- 
tion of the contributions will be 
applicable to wage earners. -Com- 
panies or self-employed taxpayers 
win get a tax credit or exemption 
according to the income tax 
regulations dealing with con- 
tributions to' national funds.

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When the market (s booming, 
coin sales tend to boom along with 
it. This means that less South 
African gold reaches the market 
. via Zurich. When the gold price Is 
weak, coin sales by Intergold drop 
and more South African gold Is put 
on the market. 

South African government and 
mining officials realize that more 
sophisticated methods are needed 
in gold marketing and. apart from 
the more flexible Central Bank 
policy which began this year, a 
hard look is being taken at the 
possibility of using the gold futures 
markets. The biggest are in the 
U.S. but one Is to open in London 
next year. 

It is a curious anomaly of the 
South African Industry that as the 
price of gold goes up. production is 
going down. . 

South Africa’s richest mine. West 
Drielcmtein. produces just 17 grams 
of gold for every ton of ore brought 
to the surface, while a mine like 
Mariev&le manages only one-and-a- 
half grama for every ton. 

Grade Is all-important, and as the 
gold price rises so mines are able to 
lower their grade cut-off levels and 
thus prolong their working life. 

Recent speculation in a London 
newspaper that South Africa might 
be considering cooperation with the 
Soviet Union In gold and other 
.mineral sales is considered 
laughable by most mining experts 
here. 

Ian Greig, head of one of South 
Africa’s largest platinum 
producers, Imp&la Platinum, says 
their producer price for platinum or 
palladium Is used as a bench mark 
by the Russians. 

The feeling here is that any 
cooperation would tend to be one- 
way. Once the Russians were 
aware of production planning, 
grade development and planning 
strategy here they could achieve a 
dominant marketing position. The 
Soviet Union is the world !s second- 
largest gold producer. 

ECC move to 
protect workers of 
big corporations 

BRUSSELS (AP). — The European 
Common Market (EEC) proposed a 
sweeping code of corporate conduct 
yesterday to make big companies 
more responsive to their workers. 

The directive, if approved by 
member governments, would re- 
quire companies to make regular 
reports to employees on corporate 
decisions affecting tbelr livelihood, 
job security and working con- 
- cHtdona. 

The proposal would also apply -to 
'multtiiattonhl corporations ’’With 
headquarters outside the Common 
Market. The firms would have to 
designate one of their Common 
Market subsidiaries as the "mother 
office” and that office would be 
responsible for providing the Infor- 
mation to the company's workers in 
the nine EEC countries. 

"Workers have a right to know 
why these business decisions are 
made when they afreet them," EEC 
Social Commissioner Hezdc Vredel- 
ing told a news conference. 

He said the directive would be 
similar to guidelines established by 
the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development, but 
makes them - mandatory. At the 
same time, the rules would be leas 
strict than employee disclosure 
laws in West Germany, Denmark 
and the Netherlands. These laws 
give workers a large say in cor- 
porate decisions. 

Under the proposals, ail multi- 
branch companies employing more 
than 100 people must provide 
quarterly reports on "all aspects erf 
company policy that is of vital in- 
terest to employees." 

Tbese- reports could include the 
structure of the company, its 
economic and financial situation, 
current and foreseeable business 
production, sales and employment 
trends, manufacturing and working 
methods. 

The idea Is to give workers time 
to make adjustments caused by 
corporate policy shifts and time to 
devise union strategy to combat un- 
favourable corporate decisions. 

. Although the directive would app- 
ly to all companies, it is primarily 
directed at multinatio n al firms, 
which have been criticized by 
labour groups for unrestrained 
business methods that often go 
against workers' Interests. 

Vredeling denied the directives 
would .hurt multinational invest- 
ment in Common Market countries, 
or ‘ that the rules required com- 
panies to divulge trade secrets. He 
said tougher rules already Is effect 
in West Germany had actually im- 
proved corporate profits by en- 
suring labour peace and a happy 
work force. 

"There's nothing revolutionary 
here,” he said. "In fact it's a 
precautionary measure meant to 
prevent revolutions.”

U.S. decision-making process 
subject of course for Israelis

TEL AVTV. — The selection of 20, 
possibly 25, Israelis who are believ- 
ed to be the "emerging" leaders In 
their fields Is now being undertaken 
by various local organizations In 
conjunction with the Center for 
| Strategic and International Studies, 
an affiliate of Georgetown Univer- 
sity, in Washington, D.C. 

These young Israelis, who should 
be in the 35 to 45 age group 
(although there might be an excep- 
tion or two) are to attend a week- 
long seminar starting this 
December In Washington. There 
they will meet with almost as many 
influential American leaders who 
will try to explain “the decision- 
making process In the U.S.." es- 
pecially, how this process differs 
from that in Israel, and in other 
countries, and the complicated 
inter-relations between the various 
government bodies In the U.S. 

"The list should be ready within a 
short time," says Dr. Joyce Starrt, 
of the Center for Strategic and 
International Studies, now In the 
U.S. 

The idea of the week-long 
seminar is an outcome of her tsiirx 
with Israelis. Egyptians, and other 
foreign nationals, many of whom, 
she felt, failed to grasp the com- 
plications of the decision-making 
process in government circles In 
the U.S. 

"A knowledge of this process," 
she explains, "will help them in 
their future relationships with the 
U.S. government." 

The list Is being kept a secret at 
present, but it Is known that "it con- 
tains no women — so Car." 


"We have In fact strongly en- 
couraged the corporations to -con- 
sider women for this meeting." she 
says, adding that until now "we've 
had absolutely no positive results.” 

The plans for the seminar have 
received the approval of the Israel 
Management Centre. Rafael 
Recanatl. director-general of the 
Discount Bank, which Is also co- 
sponsor (with the centre) of the af- 
fair, has agreed to act as seminar 
chairman. 

Nearly all the candidates must be 
recommended by a firm, since 
attendance Is quite a costly matter. 

The "tuition" fee itself is 81,000 
(less than similar undertakings, 
considering the rank of the lec- 
turers, Dr. Starrt says.) 

Most of the lecturers, she adds, 
due to their busy schedules are 
rarely ready to make a commit- 
ment In June for December. But 
they were persuaded to do so due to 
the "sensitivity" they themselves 
felt in explaining the often little un- 
derstood decision making process 
to non-Americans. 

In addition to the tuition, the par- 
ticipants must, pay for their own 
flight tickets and as well hotel 
rooms. 

The centre is closely watching 
this seminar since this is not only 
the first time such a study-group is 
meeting for more than a few days, 
but it is also the first time it Is betog 
given to the nationals of one 
specific country. 

"If this one succeeds we hope to 
arrange future ones based on the 
pattern now being worked out." Dr. 
Starrt says.

No cash registers in taxis — yet

The Treasury la apparently post- 
poning the effective .date for, tori 
drivers to Install cash regist e rs in 
-their vehicles, which had been set 
for October 1. 

The Association of Taxi Owners 
has argued that the installation of 
the registers is expensive and that 
they do not have the necessary 

' --da. 

The former adviser to the 
transport minister, Yosef Doriel, 
had proposed to use. Instead of cash 
registers, tear-away tickets similar 
to parking tickets. However, the tax 
authorities cannot adopt this solu- 
tion because there are no facilities 
for the central printing by the 
government of such tickets. Such a 
system would also make it possible 


for taxi owners to destroy whole 
ticket books, it is claimed. 

- Meanwhile, the taxi drivers will 
go on : as 'before, of least until April 
1,1981, and their books will remain 
acceptable to the taxi authorities 
even if they have no cash register. 


Agreement on 
sardine prices 

HAIFA. — The canning industry 
has undertaken to buy up all the 
sardines the fishermen can catch 
this season at guaranteed prices. 

The plants will pay the fishermen 
£93.30 per kg., short of the IS 3. 50 the 
men had asked for. The season will 
continue for another two to three 
weeks, depending on the weather. 


Record of 30 cruise ships due this month 


HAIFA. — The autumn season of 
cruise liner tourism is starting off 
well, with a record 30 ships due to 
visit here this month. This is twice 
the number that called here in 
September. 

The ships will bring over 10,000 
tourists for one-day or two-day 
visits, with most of them going to 
Jerusalem and the Galilee. 

The ships will Include the new 
German luxury cruiser, m.s. 
Berlin, which will make three calls 


during October and one during 
November, bringing 300 tourists for 
two days every time. 

The m a. Berlin, like many of the 
other ships, will reach Haifa after 
calling at Alexandria. In November 
the traffic will be considerably 
slower. 

In addition to the cruise ships, 
there will be eight calls by the 
regular passenger liners Neptuxda 
and Arion this month. These ships 
carry tourists and Israelis. 


New York Citibank ups prime rate to 14% 


NEW YORK (AP). — Stock prices 
were mixed yesterday as the U.S. 
bank prime lending rate continued 
to climb. 

The Dow Jones Average of 30 in- 
dustrials, up 17.49 points in the past 
two days, was down a point hall an 
hour before the close, but gainers 
outnumbered losers among ail New 
York Stock Exchange-listed Issues. 

As the market opened. Citibank 
of New York raised Its prime rate 


from 13 to 14 per cent. That In- 
crease eclipsed a half-a-point jump 
to 3.5 per cent posted by many other 
large Uft. banks on Wednesday. 

The market has also had to con- 
tend in recent days with speculation 
that the war between ban and Iraq 
might last for some time. Issues 
with reserves in areas other than 
the Middle Blast led the market 
higher Wednesday, and remained 
active yesterday. 


GENEVA (Reuter). — Floating ex- 
change rates since 1973 have had 
only a minor effect on world trade 
and there is no evidence that a 
government can manipulate its 
currency to gain unfair advantage, 
a General A gree ment on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) report said this 
week. However, world trade con- 
tinues to suffer from the lack of a 
single curr ~ncy with stable 
purchasing power, a role first 
played by the pound sterling and 
later the U.S. dollar, it said. 

The study by GATT, the inter- 
national trade monitoring agency, 
said complaints by economists and 
businessmen that tbe present 
system of flexible exchange rates 
had distorted trade patterns and un- 
dermined efforts to reduce trade 
barriers were unfounded. 

There was an essential difference 
between exchange rate changes, 
which affect tbe value of a country's 
exports and imports, and trade 
barriers which block specific goods, 
the GATT economists said. 

They said a study showed that ex- 
change rate changes had onty minor 
effects on trade between countries, 
despite frequent complaints that 
currency uncertainty deterred an 
expansion of foreign business. 

Tbe study gave as an example the 
Inflation-ridden 1970's, when 
floating exchange rates began, and 
said trade continued to expand dur- 
ing this period. 

A rise or fall in currency values 


now appeared to have less impact 
on trade than before, partly because 
traders regard the changes as less 
definitive and do not respond. im- 
mediately. 

As long as capital is allowed, to 
move freely between countries they 
said, no single government could 
maintain an artificially low ex- 
* change rate long enough to produce 
significant trade results, without 
seriously damaging Its domestic ec- 
nonomy. 

But there is evidence that the 
absence of a stable international 
currency has Imposed important 
costs on the world economy. When 
an established Internatipnal curren- 
cy begins to lose its purchasing 
power, the same costs and distor- 
tions which inflation creates in the 
domestic economy appear at ' .the 
world market level. It said. , .. 

"It is not clear how long inter- 
national monetary Instability will 
continue to burden tbe world 
economy with these costs. At this 
point, the most realistic hope is that 
the currencies of the large trading 
countries will acquire the requisite 
purchasing power stability ," said 
the study. . . 

It forecast that the financial 
processes underlying world trade 
would, however, remain based on a 
major national currency and 
warned: "unless that money main- 
tains its purchasing power, no Inter- 
national monetary system will be 
able to function satisfactorily. , 


Hevrat Ha’Ovdim owes $1.28m. on 
account of Vered losses, Treasury says

The Treasury is about to ask 
Hevrat Ha'ovdim, the HIstadrut's 
holding company, to repay |L28m., 
the company’s share in the losses of 
Vered. A subsidiary of Mekorotb 
jointly owned with the Histadrut, 
the Vered company was put into li- 
quidation six years ago. 

Vered had accumulated large 
losses from operations abroad, 
mainly In developing countries. The 
company’s assets were transferred 
to Solel Boneh Foreign Trade and 
Mekoroth, the government-owned 
water supply company, was ap- 
pointed to liquidate its liabilities. 

To meet Vered's outstanding 
obligations Mekoroth has had to 
take a foreign currency loan, with a 


dollar- fluked interest rate of 30.25 
per cent,' from Bank Hapoalim Lon- 
don. 

The failure of Hevrat Ha'ovdim 
to pay Its share In Vered's losses 
has therefore forced the parent 
company, Mekoroth, to borrow at 
high interest from a bank owned by 
the same Hevrat Ha'ovdim — to 
pay off debts of Hevrat Ha'ovdim. 

Previous requests by the 
Treasury for repayment of the debt 
owed by Hevrat Ha'ovdim have 
remained without response. The 
Treasury now Intends- to lend 
Mekoroth, the government com- 
pany. the money needed to repay its 
Bank Hapoalim loan. It will ask the 
Knesset Finance Committee for 
authorization of an allocation of 
ISl8.8m. for this purpose. 


10% rise foreseen in U.S. car sales 


DEARBORN. Michigan (AP). — 
Ford Motor Co. expects the U.S. 
auto industry to sell 10 million cars 
in the 1981 model year, a 10 per cent 
gain compared with the 1980 model 
year, a Ford executive said this 
week. 

hi making the prediction, Philip 
E. Benton, vice president and 
general manager of the No. 2 U.S. 
automaker’s Ford division, waa 
departing from the usual ritual of 
the company's president or chair- 
man making the forecast. 

The forecast was believed to be 
the first time the four U.S.-owned 
automakers have made the same 
sales projection for a model year. 


The carmakers say that 10 million 
cars and three million trucks will be 
sold in the upcoming model year. 

Industry sales in the model year, 
coming to a close next- week will h e 
about 9.1 million cars — down 16 per 
cent from the 1979 model year — 
and 2.8 million trucks. 

The sales include imports, which 
have been taking a bigger share 
recently and now stand at a reebrii 
28 per cent of the U.S. market, y 

Ford expects to sell two million 
cars in the new model year, accor- 
ding to a prediction by Benton. Foni 
sold 2.2 million cars in 1979 andlTS 
million in the 1980 model year. 
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Jews again a target 


A SERIES of terrorist attacks on Jewish targets in France has 
achieved its main object of putting the neo-Nazis there back into 
the news. They have also evoked a. mass demonstration by 
French Jews, and a condemnation by the Council of Europe. 

•The past couple of years has seen an upsurge in neo-Nazi ac- 
tivities in Western Europe. One of these has been the outright 
resort to terrorism, which was previously the preserve of the ex- 
treme left-wing (except in Italy and Turkey, where it was used 
by both sides) . Another is the reported link with the PLO. which 
earlier coordinated its activities only with left-wing groups. 

Rumours of neo-Nazi collaboration with the Palestinian 
terrorist movement In the past were never definitely proved, but 
an official German statement this week explicitly linked the neo- 
Nazis who were responsible for Use Munich beer festival outrage 
with the PLO. 

A further dangerous development Is the emergence of an in- 
tellectual "new right," notably the French organization 
"Groce," whose 10,000 members espouse a racist ideology. The 
extreme right-wing press is a powerful instrument, a large part 
of its effort being devoted to "proving" that the Holocaust is just 
a figment of Jewish, or "Zionist," propaganda. 

Despite the justified alarm over the fresh neo-Nazi outbreaks, a 
proper perspective must be maintained. Since World War n anti- 
Semitism has been despatched from the centre of the political 
stage to the wings, in the countries of the western world. What 
was common practice before the war would now be considered 
an aberration: namely, that a West European government 
should fallow an avowedly. anti-Semitic policy. 

After the Holocaust, die rise of the State of Israel, and general 
economic prosperity combined to improve and stabilize the 
condition of European Jewry. Lately, it is true, the Holocaust has 
been fading in memory, Israel’s glamour has been wearing off, 
and prosperity has given way to recession and unemployment. 

Yet still there has been no marked swing to the neo-Nazis. 
Their numbers remain tiny and there has been no significant 
growth in their strength. 

In West Germany, the 23 existing neo-Nazi organizations are 
said to have a total membership of 1,400. The* electoral strength 
of the parties of the radical right has decreased in Britain, West 
Germany, France and Italy. Moreover, they are seen as a threat 
to the state as a whole so that governments, acting In their own 
interests, may usually be counted upon to take counter-action. 

This is apt to be cold comfort to Jewish communities, such as 
the French, that are put upon by neo-Nazi hoods without much 
evidence of adequate protection by the local police. There have 
in fact been reported instances where police officers themselves 
turned out to have neo-Nazi connections. 

No wonder then that there is now a movement, especially 
among younger French Jews, many of them recent immigrants 
from North Africa, for self-defence^ and direct action. 

The real anti-Semitic threat of our time in Western Europe, 
however, comes not so much from the radical-right fringe as 
from a wider public, ranging from conservative through liberal 
to radical left, that has found it convenient to indulge In hatred of 
the Jews under the guise of "anti-Zionism."' This neo-anti- 
Semitism is in no small measure the product of Arab and Soviet 
influence. 

It is the growing campaign to de-legithnize the State of Israel 
and to deny the right of the Jews to their national sovereignty, 
that finds the readiest parallel today to the Nazi attack on the 
Jewish people in the 1980s.

AN UNIDENTIFIED Arab 
diplomat spat at the succa booth set 
. up by Habad hassidim on the plaza 
at the UN headquarters In New 
York. 

The Incident did not prevent 
Jewish tourists, locals and UN 
staffers from visiting the succa and 
reciting the blessing over the Four 
. Species. The booth was constructed 
by the hassidim with permission 
from the UN authorities. 

Arabs who saw the booth were 
. angered by its presence, and some 
called it "Jewish provocation," ac- 
cording to Habadniks who were on 
the scene. 

Meanwhile, 1,300 young 
'Lubavltch hassidim held their 26th 
convention at Habad headquarters 
in Brooklyn, and received a 
telegramme from President Jim- 
my Carter, who praised Habad as 
being an example "for all 
mankfad.7

NOT MUCH smoke may yet 
be visible, but election fires are 
already in full blase within the 
political parties, where jostling for 
positions on the lists of candidates 
to be drawn up for the next Knesset 
vote has already begun in earnest. 

This is true for all parties, 
although in some, the sparring for 
power Is more intense than in 
others. On the surface things 
appear to be relatively quiet in the 
Likud, but a veritable fight for 
political survival is expected to 
burst Into the open in the not too dis- 
tant future.' 

Most Likud politicians have 
resigned themselves to a return to 
opposition and to a much smaller 
parliamentary representation. 
Because there will be far fewer 
Knesset seats up for grabs, the com- 
petition between Likud hopefuls is 
certain to be intense. If not 
ferocious, and might even entail a 
Herut-Liberal set-to of major 
proportions. 

It is against this background that 
the recent Herut skirmishes 
between hard-liners and moderates 
ought to he viewed, as well as the 
distinct possibility that Rafi will run 
on its own In the next elections. The 
feeling in Rafi is that it could garner 
more seats independently than 
within the shrinking Likud 
framework. 


What is still not clear is exactly 
when elections will be held. For 
months, political observers felt that 
the key which would determine the 
election date was held by the 
veteran National Religious Party 
strategists. But the Abuhatzeira af- 
fair has certainly pulled the aces 
out of the NRP’s deck. The bet now 
In political circles is that the NRP 
will become the staunchest sup- 
porter of holding elections on the 
latest possible date: November 
1981. 


THE EARLIER elections are held, 
the more the stigma* surrounding 
allegations of misappropriation of 
funds will adhere to the party as a 
whole. The NRP is assured of a cer- 
tain electorate no matter what, and 
Is not likely to end up with less than 
nine Knesset seats. But Its 
politicians have had their .eye on 
breaking the 12 -seat barrier for the 
party In the Knesset. The earlier 
elections are held now, the more 
remote this goal becomes, especial- 
ly with Tehiya making a strong play 
for NRP voters. 

The most frightening prospect for 
the NRP is that an exhaustive police 
probe will not only Implicate 
Abuhatzeira, but also unearth other 
Irregularities Involving major NRP 
figures. 


Even if the most optimistic 
scenario from, the NRP’s point of 
view materializes and. Abuhatzeira 
is not indicted or is acquitted, the 
party will not soon be ready for elec- 
tions and is in for considerable in- 
ternal-turmoil. Abuhatzelra’s Likud 
Vctmura faction is estimated to ac- 
1 count for some 20 per cent of the 
party membership. No matter what 
the outcome of the police investiga- 
tion for him personally, it is clear to 
all within the party leadership that 
politically, Abuhatzeira can be 
written off as a has-been. There is 
no way he can be seen as anything 
but an electoral liability now, es- 
pecially since even before his latest 
troubles, the religious affairs 
minister's power was considerably 
whittled, down when he outraged a 
considerable segment of his own 
faction by peremptorily firing his 
director-general Yisrae] LlppeL 
Hie NRP’s election machine la 
ready, but with Abuhatzeira' s 
political demise all but a foregone 
conclusion, the two other main par- 
ty factions — Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg's Lamifne and Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer's 
Young Leadership — are ready to 
wrestle over the spoils, with each 
out to grab a larger slice of the 
Abuhatzeira faction, and thereby 
gain control of the NRP. With its 
house politically disordered, the 
NRP Is clearly not ready for elec- 
tions before the legally-designated 
date. 

CURIOUSLY the party which had 
been pushing most vociferously for 
early elections — Labour — has now 
come to the conclusion, albeit unof- 
ficially. that the later the elections 
the better it would fare. Some 
Labour leaders may still continue to 
pay lip service to the notion of early 
elections, but even they are not tak- 
ing this seriously and will do 
nothing to actually advance polling 
day. 

Hie Labour leadership gave up on 
the early elections Idea as soon as 
the Abuhatzeira affair exploded into 
the political arena. Early elections 
are highly unlikely, if the NRP does 
not want them. But there is a deeper 
reason too. Of all political parties, 
the most bitter fratricidal battle 
will probably be waged in Labour. 
The faction backing chairman 
Shimon Peres has long been the 
most ardent booster of early elec- 
tions, hoping that they would pre- 
empt the Labour convention (now 
scheduled for December 17) and 
would thus make former Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin's challenge 
for the leadership impossible. 

But since signs now are that both 
the convention and the challenge 
are on the books, the later the elec-

tions are held, the longer the 
breathing space far the party ac- 
tivists from the internal blood- 
letting to the crucial showdown with 
the Likud. According to all present 
indications. Labour would badly 
need the respite because the inter- 
nal clash is expected to be a bitter 
one. Labour will need time to let the 
wounds heal .and allow the elec- 
torate to forget the acrimony. 

For the time being, extremists 
are gaining the upper hand in both 
the Peres and Rabin camps and lit- 
tle hope is seen for a rapprochement 
at this stage of the game, although 
there Is no shortage of mediation 
attempts. On the Rabin side, such 
anti-compromise figures as Mlcha 
Goldman of Kfar Tabor, Herzliya 
Mayor Yosef Nevo and Kibbutz 
Meuhad’s Ya'acov Tzur are setting 
the tone. On the Peres side, the 
Yahdav group, headed by Eliyabu 
Spelser MK and Tel Aviv Labour 
Council Chairman Dov Ben-Meir, 
are gaining more and 'more in- 
fluence and are decidedly against 
any compromise that would involve 
the Rabin camp as distinct from 
Rabin personally. 

They have come out squarely 
against any arrangement that 
would award political spoils and 
positions to Rabin’s followers and 
would leave many of Peres’ backers 
empty-handed. Yahdav is not 
Ideologically uniform but derives its 
cohesiveness from jealously guar- 
ding the members' political in- 
terests and delivering voting sup- 
port in party forums. 

Yahdav's power becomes evident 
even through a cursory examina- 
tion of recent mini-political storms 
In which the group all but had their 
way with Peres. The chairman was 
not averse to the idea of supporting 
Nevo to the chair of the party 
municipal committee or patting 
veteran David Kalderon in the chair 
of the elections committee. Yahdav 
succeeded in winning the positions 
for Hadera Mayor Dov Tavori and 
Shikun Ovdlm Director Rafi Eider! 
respectively. 

The problem with a compromise . 
between the Labour arch rivals Is 
that even moderates in both camps 


are speaking of entirely . different 
1 agreements. The pro-compromise 
group in the Rabin camp are clearly 
out for a comprehensive deal that 
would guarantee their people a- 
large slice of the political pie. that 
would crown Rabin as the number . 
two man. In the party,' and moot of 
nil , would leave him . holdin g the 
coveted defence portfolio In the next 
government. 

Rabin himself hasn’t indicated as- 
sent, to any such formula and the 
most that he has been willing to say 
was that he would accept the ruling 
of his .followers. Presumably if they 
"compelled” him to enter a Peres 
government, he would reluctantly 
allow himself to be pushed in. to., 
safeguard the interests of. his sup- 
porters. 

But that is not how Peres and 
those closest to him picture a coin- 
promise. Peres himself is said to be 
far from' delighted at the prospectof 
yielding any ground to. his arch-foe. - 
Thus the moat he is ready to agree 
to would be a compromise that 
would make Rabin a titular number ' 
two but not more than that,, and 
would certainly not award him the 
defence portfolio. In the first place, 
Peres has allies, like Haim Bar- 
Lev, who are after the' portfolio 
themselves. 

But more fo on that, Peres feels ' 
that with Rabin running the Defence 
‘Ministry, his own old dominion ' 
would be e f fect iv ely out of bis con- 
trol and Rabin would become a near 
co-premier. Moreover, he does not-, 
expect that rapport could be re- 
established between Mm . and his 
rival, creating a situation which. In . 
Peres Idiom, would leave two 
horses pulling the wagon of govern- . 
ment in opposite directions. 

Hence Peres would he happiest if 
Rabin would take an “honorable" 
way out and agree to be minister 
without portfolio. Some Peres aides 
even suggest the Education 
Ministry far Rabin, an idea which 
can hardly be expected to appease a 
growingiy militant Rabin camp. . 

As can be expected, each. of the 
warring sides in Labour lias 
different predictions about the out- 
come, although the general view in 
the party is that Peres has the clear 
edge by virtue of his position as in- 
cumbent party leader, dven though 
Rabin has consistently been doing 
far better in tee polls over the past 
nine months. 
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THE LABOUR camp bases much of 
its strategy on the polls. Since these 
indicate -that Rabin could bring a 
greater number of Labour MKs into 
the Knesset on Ids coattails than 
Peres, the hope la that many 
Labourites with only marginal 
chances of making it into the house 
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HELPING NEW IMMIGRANTS

Sir, — On August 21, Arkady 
ZItzerman, a 57-year-old engineer, 
an oleh from the Soviet Union, com- 
mitted suicide by jumping out of a 
window on the fifth floor at the Ab- 
sorption Centre In Kiryat EUezer, 
Haifa. The tragedy occurred after 
the oleh quarrelled with the 
manager about permanent housing 
and employment. 

On the same day SO 
academicians, Soviet olim, located 
temporarily at an Absorption Cen- 
tre near Rehovot. demonstrated in 
front of the Absorption Ministry In 
Jerusalem, demanding a solution to 
their requests for permanent hous- 
ing. Then, three absorption centres 
in the Haifa area were taken over 
by Russian olim demanding that 
the top absorption authorities come 
to dismiss with them their problems 
— the long wait for bousing and 
jobs. And this action is spreading. 

These most unfortunate events 
will quickly become known through 
private mall, and in a greatly ex- 
aggerated form through Soviet 
propaganda, to potential Soviet 
olim . as well as dropouts presently 
in Vienna and Rome. Such informa- 
tion will harm aliya and make it 
more difficult for the special 


emissaries sent abroad to convince 
the dropouts to come to Israel. 

One effective method to prevent 
such sad occurrences and 
ameliorate the situation of new 
olim, particularly of Soviet olim, 
would be to establish volunteer 
committees of concerned citizens 
residing near absorption centres, 
whose activities should be sanc- 
tioned and encouraged by the Ab- 
sorption Ministry and the Jewish 
Agency. The members of such com- 
mittees would keep In close touch 
with the olim, help them in their 
dealings with the bureaucracy and 
assist them In their adjustment. 

What an oleh in his new homeland 
needs most in the first months is 
warmth, understanding, the feeling 
that he Is wanted here and that 
there are people who sincerely care 
lor his well-being. Such genuine 
assistance can be rendered only by 
properly motivated volunteers, not 
cold, impersonal bureaucrats. 

Letters from satisfied olim to 
relatives and friends will do much 
more to promote aliya than any 
other proposals advanced to stem 
the tide of the ever-increasing 
number of dropouts.
